As to -Specification I: Sgt, Fathers, an Australian P'7, stated he 
was in charge of a jarty‘o'i’P’Y's on 5 February 1945, He had received instruc¬ 
tions through a Korean senary from Shito, the guard commander, to leave for the 
parade ground fifteen minutes earlier than usual. He protested that it was too 
cold for meri to wait on parade'ground in temperature below freezing. The sentry 
lifted his rifle to strike him, and he put up his hand to prevent him from doing 
so. Shito accused him"of disobeying his orders -and striking the sentry. Shito 
attempted to hit him in the face vdth his fist, but he stepped back. A Japanese 
civilian' hit ljim hard on the back of his head. Shito took him inside the guard- 
room. Shito stood cn the platform, and while two Korean sentries held him by 
the arms and bocty, Shito hit him with his fists and kicked him with his boots 
at least a hundred times. The Koreans who were holding him also kicked and hit 
him. The beating lasted about ten minutes; he was very severely battered, and 
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lS to Spe cifjcation 3: Not Guilty 


As to Speci fic ation'4 ? Pvt. Fellow, an AustralianJPW, stated about 

the end of 1944 he was shovelling coal and lime for the furnaces. He drank some 

water to gargle his throat, and spat it out on the floor. He was accused of 

urinating on the floor. Shito made him stand, at attention outside the guardhouse 

for about eight hours, Shito also beat him about the'head and body with his hands 

in an effort’to make him confess. He was. given nothing to oat. He had to be 

assisted back to camp. He’was unable to get-his. boots op for three days after 

the beating (]Lx. 3P)< PW Gimbeft stated he saw Shito bash ’ FellewrBy prodding 

him with his rifle butt, and punching him-on the'head and face, |md then made 

Ihim. stand at attention: for the^most part of..a' tv/elve-shoum shift. This incident 

occi^Sd in winter of 1944-45, "and there was ^riow on the ground (Ex. 1,0*0).'

Shito made Corp. Haytar, 'an ""Australian PW, stand at..attention in the bitter '- ^ 

cold wind for, thirty minutes cteapit.e the. fact that he "was resting from'the 

-furnace and was soaking in sweat (Ex. 18). Corp. Doyle, Australian Ft!, stated 

Hayter was forced to' stand in snow in«mi^41e of February f^>r about tWb hours; 

he had been stokfng furnaces at .the time. He continued.to work £or*about sfx 

weeks after that; "he was admitted, to the camp hospital and died a little over 

a week later (R. 253-257). Pvt. Bulmer, an Australian PW, described the incident 

which was told to him by another F.7 working on the furnace. He stated Hayter . 

went to work the following day and continued to work until he got sick (R. 153-

As to Sp e cific ation 6: PW Barlow stated Shito would fly into a 
rage and curse PW's, who had not seen him, for not saluting him. He occasion¬ 
ally struck one or two FV's with a slap of the hand (Ex. 2). PW Fellew stated 
a good’many PW's received the same treatment from Shito that he had received' 
(Shito, 4) (Ex. 30). PW Flack stated Shito hit him on the head, with a rifle, 
making a cut one and one-half inches long (Ex. 31 ), PW Clarke stated Shito 
bashed him about the head and body with a bucket because he failed to bow when 
Shito passed him (Ex. 88), F’l'Harper stated Shito waited outside the door of 
the hut, and as PW's filed out, he would bash with a rifle the heads of those 
coming out last (Ex. 103)> FV Carey stated Shito kicked him in the groin and 
punched him about the fae.a and head. Ho was very ill and passed blood for 
three days after the attack (Ex. 145). PW Corp. Harrison stated Shito was 
particularly vicious and g’dlty of many brutal attacks on numerous men for 
petty offenses (Ex. 40), Corp. Doyle, Australian F ,T , stated Shito came rushing 
in and hit him aerosr the head with a rifle; he also hit British FV Bertram and 
. Australian FV Flack across the head with a rifle; he cut Flack's head open; 
knocked'Bertram off bis ffeet, and put a lump on the side of his (Doyle's) head 
(R, 250, 276, 2?7); he'struck Sgt. Maj, Woodward for interceding in their de¬ 
fense (R, 279); tho varne day he struck three Englishmen who arrived late for 
parade, five or six times across the face (R. 277); one of the PW's on the 
furnace told him Shito and Maeda got PW Webster out of the bath and Maeda 
slapped him acrobs'the face and Shito slapped him across the back (R. 270). 
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‘A3 to Specificat i on 7 1 Pvt. Matthew Thompson, British F.Y, stated 
about September 1943 he was caught by a Korean sentry stealing on apple from 
a handcart. He was taken to the guardroom to Shito who mode him kneel down 
with his hands behind his back. There were two other sentries in the room 
and they all commenced to strike him on each side of the head with their fists 
until he was almost unconscious (Ex. SO), 

As to Spec if icati on 8: FW Broughton, British, stated on returning 
from the lavatory he was accused of having attempted to escape. He was taken 
to Shito who was in charge of the giard that day, Shito made him kneel down 
vdth his hands on his knees and struck him many times about the face and head 
with a round piece of wood about eighteen inches long fend about one and one-half 
inches thick. He made his head and face bleed and continued to strike him until 
he fell unconscious, ’Mien he regained consciousness he was made to stand outside 
in the bitter cold for one and one-half hours (Ex. 8), Hie incident was also 
described by PW Barlow (Ex. 2). 

As to Spe cificati on 9 » PW Broughton stated Shito repeatedly knocked 
fflis about and then ordered his men to do so (Ex. 8),. Sgt, Cattell stated Shito 
belted a British captain vdth a rifle butt and wa3 joined by others. The captain': 
face was cut and.his nose broken; he was extremely ill for a considerable .time 
afterward (3Jf.

- - As .to Specif ic at ion 2: Pvt. "Arthur Clarke ,«an-Aiistralian FW, stated 

that between June ana August 1943, he wap accused-by-a Japanese guard of steal¬ 
ing toothbrushes. On returning to camp he was sent for by Ushihara. Terada 
was there. They sent for the corporal of tho guard and from the latter's state-' 
mont, they were convinced that he (Clarke) was innocent of the charge. Ushihara, 
the interpreter, then picked up a letter previously censored by him'in vhich he ■ 
(Clarke) had vritten his wife to the effect that the FW's could not have survived 
without Red Cross parcels,. Ushihara said tho letter was insulting, and struck 
him across the face with his clenched fist, Ushihara spoke to Terada and the 
latter punched him and kicked him in the shins; he punched him around the head 
arid body. Terada picked up a sword stick made of cane and struck him with all 
his force on his head and body. The bashing continued for About two hours in 
the evening. His body and face were black and blue from the.beating. His left 
eye was blackened and'he had lumps on his head like eggs. A tooth was broken 
off hi 3 lower denture, and his cheek was cut inside. During the time Ushihera 
assisted by bashing him vdth his clenched fist. Terada. told Ushihara to take 
him away. Ushihara took him to the guardroom end made him kneel in the cell._ 

He instructed the - guard to bash'him'if he moved (Ex. 99). The incident was also 
described by others (Ex, 12, 32, 79, 98; R. 243). 

As to Specification 3 ? Not Guilty. 

As to Specification 4* It, Col. Elringtori, senior British p 1 ), 
stated that Ushihara,"thV medical orderly and camp interpreter, repeatedly 
maltreated the sick. Ken reporting for medical treatment.would be peremptorily 
dismissed without reference to the Japanese doctor and often pinched in the a e 
forcefully by Ushihrra. He deliberately caused ill-feeling by his f^gressive 
manner and the free use of his fists (Ex. 23). Corp. Vttlki^onstated^Ushihnra, 
on numerous occasions, bashed sick PW»s accusing them of malingering. He^deyexop 
ed an antagonistic attitude toward sick PW»s and in the majority of cases aid 
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not interpret'correctly statements of sick FW's (EX. 111). Sgt. Cattell, an 
Australian PW, stated Ushihara made interpretations to the medical officer 
completely contrary to statements of FW»s.^-. In March 1943 he was suffering 
from beriberi and reported to Us hih aria for treatment. Ushihara told him he 
thought he did not have beriberi, and when Cattell suggested the doctor should 
know as he had been treating him for it, .Ushihara flew into a rage and belted 
him with a wooden sword. 'He cut his face open, a.rrl he was ordered to go to 
work (Ex. 134) - PW Ha.yes, Australian, stated he was admitted to the hospital 
suffering with beriberi and dysentery. Ushihara kicked him and discharged him 
from the hospital before he had recovered because he was smoking during permiss¬ 
ible hours. He was taken to .the guardroom and on Ushihara's orders he was com¬ 
pelled to stand at attention for two hours. He was later released to the hos¬ 
pital completely exhausted (Ex. 135). ; 


' Maj. O'Donnell, British medical officer, stated whe^H'Dchida was 
out of camp, he took sick call and Ushihara interpreted for him. He was,very 
uncooperative and he could not get medicines from him except with great diffi¬ 
culty. On ten or twelve’occasions he beat the sick in front of him. He struck 
F.v Clarke, an Australian, vho was suffering from dysentery about eight or nine 
times on the side - of. his face with his open and closed fist. Clarke did not 
come out of the hospital for quite a long time because of the-beating. Ushihara 
often paid no attention to-what he (O'Donnell) stated to Uchlda, and eventually 
when he did speak to ,him, he gave his own version f-R. 2 %),- -Ushihara beat up ' 
FW Fenny, the medical .orderly, for ten or-•fifteen' minutes. . His fane was red' 

■and swollen from-the beating. ^Ushihara refused;..to pjre him. (O'Donnell) sorne^*

. Ij.s to Sp ecification.!: . Pvt.. Broughton, a"British FW, stated that 
two days after the incident referred to by him (Shito, 8) he wa s taken before 
the camp commandant who admonished hirrw Jerada made him kj^eel. down in the 
camp commandant's“ presence and struck him in the face with his clenched fist*-* 
five or .six timefe,' cutting his mouth inside (Ex. 8^. * 

As to Sp ecific ation 2:. Pvt, Lomasney, a British PW, stated that • 
he brought to camp one of the Red Cross tins of beef which the Japanese sentries 
had eaten and. turned it in; he wrote and signed a statement about it. After, 
this incident he was closely watched and hit for no apparent reason. 0h 6. March 
1943 the Korean overseer hit him and several other men. The overseer stated he 
was lazj'\, The sentry intervened but only to assist, in the hitting. He-.(Lomasney) 
pushed the overseer away. The sentry then smacked him several times and kicked 
him in-the groin. He pushed the sentry away and the guard commander arriyed at 
the instants About 1230. he was placed, in the guardroom. That night Terada sent 
for him and questioned him; he hit him and kicked him several* tiijies;„he also ‘ 
beat him quite a lot with his sheathed samurai sword (Ex*. 52, 53)« Corp. Doyle 
also described.the incident (R. 239). Terada stated he called Lomasney to his 
office for questioning. He did not state he hit him or kicked him. He admitted 
he pulled his sword -from the .sheath and went through a motion .with, the sword 
frightening him. He quickly put the sword away. He did not direct the sword 
directly toward Lomasney and did not hit him with it (Ex. 120). 


As to Specification 3 : Lt* Fuller, a British PW, stated 'that one 
morning in"early summer of 1944, he and eight other.PW officers went'to work , 
in .the'garden*..-, .Among them-were Lt. Col. Cardew, Lt. Col. Woodbridge, .Ca.pt, 
Prince, Lt, Bell, Capt, Fawcett and Lt. Turner, all British or Australian FW's. 
The work res entirely voluntary. During the morning break .they were all sitting 
in-a small* hut which; had one small window. Terada came to the hut and entered 
the door from behind. . He struck Fuller a. heavy blow on the face vath his- open 
hand; he went along the row and struck the others in the same manner. A few 
minutes later an interpreter arrived and told them they had been struck because 
they did riot stand up and salute Terada (Ex; 34)1 Lt. Turner, a British F'.. 
states there were about thirteen officers including himself in the pa.rt-y*' He

Terada slapped the heads of each officer with his open palm (Ex, 82), Maj,' 

0' Donnell J. British medical officer, also related the incident (R. 31). Col, 
Elrington, a British FW, stated Terada lost his temper and slapped ten officers 
in the face for failing to salute him when on a bicycle'at a distance of ■ one 
hundred yards (Ex, 23‘). Terada admitted that in April or May 1944 he went out 
to the garden. He stated the FW's out there saluted, but there were two F.T's 
in the shed.sitting and smoking and they did not salute. They were British 
officers-, one was Lt,- Col. Car dew. He asked why they- did not salute and they 
said they didn't see him. He became angry and said they could'see him. He ' 
struck both of them once on the back of. the neck with his open hand. He had 
ridden up on his bicycle when he saw the PWs in the shod (Ex. 121), 


As to Specification 6: Corp. Chute stated Terada stole'Red ’Cross 
parcels. He personally cleaned out his rubbish bin and saw several half-empty' 
and full tins of Red Cross food.thrown out. These items included tins of milk, 
meat and. other food (Ex. 12). Lt, Fuller stated he often saw Terada either go 
to his house with one of the PPL Red. Cross parcels, or order one of...the guards 
to take it there (Ex, 34). Pvt, Her.therhill .stated T-erada was responsible for 
Tfdthholding Red Cross-supplies, While on cleaning fatigue at his‘quarters he ' ^ 

removed empty -Red; Cross' containers"from his. refuse bin on ntynerous .occasions - *. 

‘CEx* *£14« Lt.-'Mummery stated three times he-s<aw-Terada walking behind two' _ " . 

Koreaff^guards*crarrying a-bully beef box fi;om thg" cookhouse to his_ quarters^'alld 
leg,ve it there-(Ex. 63 )v Corp* Cra^-^nd*Pvt,»TayIbr*stated they were on, fatigue \ 
party emptying-the •^inS’ where Terada lived vdth hisjwiJ&aand 9hi,ldren. The’parry ■ ■* 
found the ’equivalent 5 .of thirteen-Eed. Cross^parcels Some parcels still Jjad food; 

.in them (Ex, 79, 144).* Corp. -CareJ'statea he cleaned out Terada's quarbers'a -- " '‘ v ’ 

couple of times and found-empty tins which had .contained Red Cross supplies, , 

food, cigarettes, chocolate^ milk, cheese-, etc. (Ex. 145). The Red Cross food 
and supplies referred to were clearly intended for the "use'of Allied PWs.' •

A s to S pec ific atio n 7 : Pvt. Bolger and Corp, Doyle, Australian PIT's, 
stated Terada used to incite guards before they left on working parties. After 
he delivered a pep talk, FiJ's. would have a particularly bad day and were sure 
to be bashed (Ex. 5; R. 237). FT Corp. Chute stated Terada instructed guards 
when he was orderly officer to be more brutal and severe. He frequently meted 
out beatings and on one occasion bashed"him for laughing at roll call (Ex. 12). 
Pvt. Dahill stated Terada beat Sgt; Lee, British PIT (Ex. 19). Sgt. Smith stated 
that Terada bashed him severely with several heavy blows on his face and body 
at a time he w r a.s suffering from beriberi and was slow in saluting. He saw 
Terada. bash Pvt.- Nightingale -with a sword scabbard, striking him at least thirty 
times on the face and head. He fell to the ground.and yerada repeatedly struck 
him on the stomach with the'sword scabbard. . He wras carried away unconscious, 
and a. few days later was admitted to the hospital’. It was comiion occurrence' 
for Terada to brutally assault PWs for no apparent reason (Ex. 109). Maj. 
O'Donnell stated he had been in the hospital with an abscess on his leg, Terada 
prodded him out about 5 s..m, with a wooden sword for riot standing up at roll 
call. -O'Donnell went to his own quarters and Terada took this as an insult 
(R. 31). Corp. Doyle stated if.PJ's didn't salute, Terada came over and struck 
them; .he punched "him (Doyle) in the stomach for saying he had a bad stomach 
(R.'236). Other affiants have corroborated the foregoing (Ex.ill, 79, 98, 111, 

' 134, 137)'. 

TAKUMA ' 

As to Sp ecification lt Pvt. McKenzie, a British F’- r , Stated he 
was in charge of a work "squad, A civilian foreman told them to fall out. 

Another foreman came up and wanted them to do another job. The squad refused, 
so a guard was summoried. McKenzie told the guard they had been given!permission 
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to fall out, but the civilian foreman denied it. The corporal in charge of the 
guard called McKenzie a liar and hit him three or four, times on eafch side of the 
face with the metal scoop aid of a soup ladle. His ear was split and deep 
grooves were left in his face.- The corporal ordered the sehtries to hit all 
the other thirty men in the squad, which they did with their fists, A Korean 
sentry hit and knocked out W Walters (Ex, 55)• I-t. Puller, a British FV, stated 
the incident happened'about February 1944; Takuma was the corporal of the guard 
and ordered the party, about twenty men, to fall in. He had McKenzie come to 
the front. He picked up a soup ladle ,and struck him at least six times on each 
cheek. The blows caused wounds and he bled profusely. The ladle was a piece 
of wood with an anpty meat tin nailed on the end, and pointed ends of.nails 
protruded. Maj‘, Barr remonstrated with Takuma, Following the attack on 
McKenzie, Takuma gave instructions to the six Korean, sentries to lay into the 
rest of the two ranks.' The sentrie^attecked the men and gave them violent open- 
hand blov/s on the f ace. One sentry, "Smoko”, leaped off the ground so he. could 
get more force behind his blows'; Two men fainted as a result of his blows, and 
each was bleeding from the mouth. Smoko kicked one FV while he was lying on the 
ground, end then picked him up and struck him in the face again. He then did 
the same thing to the other FW thftt had fainted (Ex* 34).' The incident was 
also described by..others, Takuma, also known, as "Scoops", was definitely ident¬ 
ified as the corporal of the guard who beat McKenzie And then ordered the.sentries 
to beat the rest of the party. The number of PWs in the party wgs estimated as 
from twenty to'thirty,' Some of the other FV/ts in the party beaten were F/fa 
Graenless; Kay, Barldw, Fitzgerald, Elliott, and Colli ere. ''.'ll were British F'/'s.

hut window by a Korean in violation of orders, Takuma flew into a rage and • 
savagely attacked Capt, Fawcett, striking him on the face and hand (.Ex, 39)-* 

IJtoji# Procter stated that Capt. FawCett complained to him about having been struck 
by Takuma. on 1 April 1944 (Ex. 70). Sgt. Smith stated that both Lt. Hamilton 
and Capt. Fawcett described to him how Takuma had struck Capt. Fawcett.on the 
face vd.th his fist. Smith saw Capt, Favrcett's badly cut lip (Ex, 109).. 

As to Specificati on 5: 'Corp. Fredericks, an Australian KJ, stated 
that about September or October 1944, Takuma knocked him down with a stick and 
broke his jaw for whistling while working (Ex, 33)-, MqJ. O'Donnell, stated as 
far cS ho could recollect Corp, Fredericks never had a broken jaw (R. 87). 

As to Spec if ication 6 : PW Bolger stated Takuma on every meal 
parade used to belt the senior rank, should anyone fail to bow to him (Ex, 5). 

Lt, Col, Elrington, senior British F7, stated Takuma was ant to go off the 
handle and start beating people up regardless of rank. He stated there were 
numerous occasions when he behaved in this fashion'(Ex. 23). Sgt, Smith stated 
Takuma. very severely bashed and kicked Pvt. Slater, an Australian F7. He struck 
him sevoral heavy blows on the face with his fist; he fell to the ground bleed¬ 
ing badly from the nose and mouth. He then struck him some heavy blows on the 
body with his rifle butt and kicked him in the stomach. Slater was rendered 
unconscious and carried to his quarters. Takuma had accused Slater of not 
saluting properly (Ex. 109). 1

MIZUGUCHI 


As to Specifi cation It Lt. Col, Schwartz, M.C., U. S. Army, on his 
arrival at Jinsen in'April 1945, stated he was designated to assist Mizuguchij 
Japanese doctor. Lt. King-was admitted to the. camp hospital on 29 April 1945. 

He was very weak from amoebic dysentery' since Me imprisonment in the Philippines® 
Mizuguchi permitted King to stay in the hospital only'fivedays, and then fnoved W-ra . 
him to quarters. At that time he was desperately ill, suffering from beriberi, ' 
pellagra, and amoebic dysentery. He complained of abdominal crampsj his diarrhea 
was such that he had to move his bowels six or eight times a day. He was unable 
to walk from the dispensary to his barracks' without assistance, A medical corps- 
man had to help him to the barracks. Mizuguchi was aware of King's condition. ’! 

In the quarters King was given vitamin B tablets. The vitamin tablets did him 
no good at this time as he eliminated everything he took by mouthy . He (Schwartz) 
made several requests, direct to MizuguchjTfor amoebicides for King. They were 
needed in his' condition, but each reqjierlt was refused. King was in need of bland’ 
diet and intravenous salt solution, glucose, and intensive nursing. Mizuguchi' 
was aware of his needs, At one time, figuring the food content would help him, 
he (Schwartz) requested plasma for King. The plasma was available on the shelf 
in the dispensary but requests.were refused by Mizuguchi. In the next eight or' 

. ten days King grew weaker and more run down, -In the last stages of his illrjess, 

' his diarrhea caused him to lose much of his body fluids, 'Just prior to hi-s 
death he was forced to move his bowels every ten minutes, He"reques.ted.that . 

King be hospitalized at least seven times in. the lash eight ~'or teri'.days of'h-is 
life. The answer in each case, was "NO 11 . Two.days-before he" died’ ht made a final, r • i • 
request hgain-through the lnterpreter, Lt-i*Coi-.

1945. , After waiting at least an hour, Mizuguchi saw King and felt his -!*-*• 
stomach. Soon he (Alsobrcrok) heard two sounds of blows. King groaned. He' Ly* * 
helped him back to his ..quarters. As s»on as they got out of thedisp'&nsary, ' 

Ring-toldLhim that. Mizuguchi, "the dirty son-of-a-bitch" r . ffit .him in the t>elly, ;; 
and had ordered him to go back to work. King held»bo-th of his hands over hisy' — 
stomach most of the day and night. He changed King's clothes and noticed a 
great deal of blood on his pants. King died very shortly thereafter. He believed 
King died from dysentery aggravated by the blows on his stomach (Ex. 1), Col, 

Beecher, USMC, the senior .American P¥, stated that Col. Schwartz asked Mizuguchi- 
for medicine for- King which was available through the Red Cross, but Mizuguchi 
refused, stating King was attempting to dodge work. ’Then the Japanese were 
informed several days before his death that King was (tying. Pvt. Sasaki, Japanese 
medical orderly, in the presence of Mizuguchi replied, "Let him-die". King died 
of amoebic dysentery on 15 May 1945 (Ex* 4> 91). Col. Kramer, U. S. -Army, stated 
that Col. Schwartz had made repeated requests to'Mizuguchi for medicines for King, 
Mizuguchi insisted that King was not sick at all,. but'merely .dodging work (Ex. 47). 

Lt. Col, Kriwanek, U. S. warmy, King's platoon leader, stated King was suffering 
from tysentery and was very sick. Mizuguchi' said-there was nothing wrong with 
him and marked him duty, but Kriwanek did not send him out as he knew he was 
too sick to. vrork, Mizuguchi in refusing him medical attention was directly 
responsible for King's death (Ex. 48). Lt. Col. Montgomery, U. S. Army, .stated 
he saw King when he was moved from the hospital .to the barracks. He was in very 
bad physical condition. Col. Schwartz requested Mizuguchi to hospitalize King 
a.gain and secure certain heeded medicines. Mizuguchi refused these requests. 

The morning King died Col, Schwartz made another request of Mizuguchi to admit 
him to the hospital, but was refused. King died in the barracks about a week .. 
after he had been removed from the. hospital.. He (Montgomery) was informed by a 
fellow PW that King was* struck or kicked by Mizuguchi on one occasion whence 
.went to the dispensary for treatment. .There was a small pellax dug right in 
front of the hospital-used as a storeroom for medicines,: It was the opinion of 
Cpl. Schwartz and PI'/ Goddard,, medical corpsman, that there were medicines avail¬ 
able at Jinsen which were denied KLrig and Brundrett. .He (Col, Montgomery) be¬ 
lieved medicines could have been secured from Keijo or from the hospital in 
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Jinsen to supplement those available at tho crmp hospital. In his opinion, 
Mizuguchi was'responsible for King r s death in denying him any semblance of 
care required, and in moving him from the hospital when it was obvious he was 
in no condition to be moved, over the protests of Col. Schwartz (Ex. 57, 105j 
R» ’540-551). Pi? Goddard, ’ American medical corpsman, stated Red Cross medicines 
were received but Mizuguchi vrould not issue them for'use of PW*s (Ex, 36). Other 
affiants corroborate the foregoing (Ex. 17, 110, 124, 127, 136). • 

As to Specification..2 : Lt. Col. Schwartz, M.C., U. S. Army, stated 
Capt. Brundrett’ was seriously ill from beriberi and dysentery when he arrived at 
Jinsen in April 1945. He had to move his bowels six to eight times a day. He 
had a severe case of edema orx his ankles and feet; hi3 feet were swollen twice 
the normal size.- Ho could not wear his shoes and had to walk barefooted. He 
was one of the first men brought■tothe sick bay. He was discharged from the 
hospital the same time as King, a^fehough vefy sick. He was kept in quarters for 
three or four ’weeks and did nofc^vork; his condition remained unchanged. About 
1 June 1945 ho began to show tt swelling, and pitting edema of the lower extremities 
up to the waist. He requested that Brundrett be readmitted to the dispensary 
and this was done. After admittance there wa.s a r apid increase in edema and a. 
generalized anasarca. About a week after readmittance he asked Sasaki, the 
Japanese medical orderly, for plasma.' Sasaki took it from the shelf to give it 
to him, but before he administered it, Mizuguchi refused to allow..the plasma to 
be given. At the time of refusal, he and'Col.' Engelfanrt_ wehe present. He ‘made 
four or five more requests for the plasma, but. was-'hefused;' Two'eg* three days' 
before Brundrett's death,.'when he-was in eh uncon'scious condition, the. plasma' 
was- given him, but the r case wa.a so hopeless .that he (Schwartz) did' not use it. 

-In tJgfYiext gtages of his illness, Brundrett was ip a desperate condition,. "-Be¬ 
cause of axfeess fluid in his. peritoneal ‘cavity Bru«drett suffered' respiratory^ A 
embarrassment .and' $?.s forced to re&V- constantly in a sitting position. He " '• 

(Schwnrtz)Jrequested* instruments with-which to withdraw the fluid, but nr.a re- , 
Xused them. Four or 1, five'dhys before his' # de'cth Mizuguchi gave him a- spinal" - 
needle, end he (Schwartz)' drew off approximately two, quarts of fluid. .Brundrett . < 
l"ny in semiconscious state^helast. week of his life and died on 4 July 1945. 
Brundrett needed' amoebicides. He requested them four or five tines but‘Mizuguchi." 
refused. Sasaki, the' medical orderly,*.pqpchased some kind of Jap'anefffe medicine 
from the local ^Aigstore; he (Schwartz) did not know whether-the.powder was 'an 
amoebicide. He requested by letter to the Camp Commandant that Brundrett be ” 
removed to a better hospital. This was refused and Mizuguohi severely chastised 
him for "going over his head" in making the request. The death of Brundrett was 
attributable to.the neglect and maltreatment of Mizuguohi who knew his condition, 
(Ex'. 74). Col. Beecher, USMC, stated that Col. Schwartz begged Mizuguchi for * ' 
plasma for Brundrett which was available through the American Red Cross (Ex. 4, 
91). PVT Goddard, medical corpsman in charge of the enlisted personnel at the 
hospital,'stated that Mizuguchi refused to let Col. Schwartz use plasma and other ' 
medicines,'which were there, and as ?. result Brundrett died (Ex. 36). Col, Kramer; 
U. 3. Army, stated Col, Schwartz made repeated requests for medicine for Brundrett, 
but without avail. Brundrett died for want of medication which wa.s known to be 
available to Mizuguchi; if he had seen fit to issue it {Ex.' 47).. Lk. Col. 
Montgomery, U, S. Army, stated Brundrett was removed from the hospital on 
MLzuguchi's orders when it was obvious he was suffering from some deficiency' 
disease causing noticeable swelling of his legs and body. He could not get his 
shoes on and his face was puffed up. Col. Schwartz requested on several occa¬ 
sions that Brundrett be permitted to return to the hospital and that he be given 
medicines which were available and under Mizuguchi's control. Despite Col. 
Schwartz 1 efforts, Mizuguchi would not maJce medicines available to Brundrett or 
admit him to the hospital. Finally after his condition became so bad, he'was 
admitted to the hospital. A.fter .about a week or ten days in the hospital, 

Brundrett died. He (Montgomery) attributed responsibility for the death of 
Brundrett to Mizuguchi who failed to assist Brurdrett in any way and ; who removed 
him from the hospital tfo the barracks vhen his physical condition did not permit 
it (Ex. 58, 105; R. 537-549). For additional evidence as to,the availability of 
medicines, see Mizuguchi, 1, Other affiants corroborate the foregoing (Ex. 17, 

78, 110, 124, 127, 136). 
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- As to Specifi cations 3. 4. 5; Col; Kramer stated about June 1945 
a Japanese newspaper had been brought into camp, and he was'accused of having 
brought it in. Col. Engelhart, a Japanese language student, was sitting in his 
quarters- reading it when-a Japanese guard saw him and took it from him. The 
Japanese guard slapped Col. Engelhart arid Col, Kramer in the presence of 
Mizuguchi„ Col* Engelhart was kicked in the head repeatedly. The next morning 
at reveille formation, Mizuguchi administered a beating to Col» Engelhart, Col, 

Beecher and himself. E ? ch was. knocked down at least twice during the beating 
(Ex, 47). Col. Engelhart stated Mizuguchi knocked him down at least half a dozen 
times and drove his teeth through his lip. As he was attempting to rise, he 
. kicked him in the side of the head, rupturing an eardrum and caused him to be 
completely deaf in his left ear the following two months (Ex. 26). Col. Beecher 
stated he was severely beaten by Mizuguchi at the same time, because as senior 
American officer, he hgd complained about the treatment of the other American 
. officers (Ex, 4). Cemander Cranston, U, S, Navy, saw Mizuguchi beat Col. Beecher 
•with his fists, »-^ 6 l. Beecher was' suffering- at the time from a huge carbuncle on ; 
the back of his neck, . The blows, were so severe that"Eol. Beecher fell to the' 
ground; Mizuguchi then kicked him with his boots (Ex. 37)» 'Lt* Col. Kriwanek, 

U. S. Army, stated Mizuguchi beat Col. Beecher unmercifully, knocking him to the 
ground, and while ori. the ground, kicked him in the face, stomach'and entire 
torso fob about five minutes? his face was iridescribably swollen, and his lips A... 
cut (Ex. 50)-. Col. Schwartz, M.C.,. .stated Mizuguchi severely and brutally beat 
Col, Engelhart for -ten"minutes with his closed fists in the-face;'he knocked 
him to the ground and. kicked him. about the head and'neck- -while o.ri the ground. 

Each time Col, Engelhart -rose- to' his feet, Mizuguchi knocked him down with hiis ■ V 

fists and kicked- him.again. Col.. Engelhart suffered lacerationambout the Head.*- -

' to' Specification 6 ; tt. Col. Montgomery, U,vS. *”Army, stated*.that 
Mizuguchi severely beat Major Johnson on the head'and face with his fists until - 
Johnson fell to the floor; he then kicked him in the body several times. The 
beating and kicking lasted three or four minutes. Ma.jor Johnson was in poor 
physical condition at the time-suffering from dysentery and diarrhea. .The .• 
beating was at the evening roll-call, a.nd was inflicted because there had been 
a mistake in counting off in Johnson's squad (Ex. 105; H. 539). The heating 
occurred in May 1945. It was also described by Major Churin, U. S. Army (Ex. 92). 
Col. Schwartz, M.C., U, S. Army, stated Major Johnson had been, seriously ill. 
for months when Mizuguchi severely beat him, but he did not witness the beating 

(Ex. 74) . 

As to S peci f icatio ns 7.. 10. 11 = Capt. Gibbs, British'PW medical 
officer at : Jinseri since September 1942, stated that because of the shortage, 
of matches, Corp, Lee, a British FtJ, put a lighted cigarette down just before 
evening roll call in the winter, of 1944. A Japanese guard saw the cigarette, 
and Lee was sent to the'guardhouse and made to stand at attention. He was 
suffering from beriberi, and it was impossible for him to control"his legs; 
he had been under his (Gibbs') care for some time. He interceded, and Lee 
was allowed to come back to the hut (Ex. 35), FV Burgess stated Mizuguchi order¬ 
ed Lee to stand at the guardhouse out in the cold for one hour (Ex, 9). The 
next morning at roll call Mizuguchi repeatedly hit Lee across the face.with his 
open hand . 1 He then struck Sgt. Herbert, Lee's squad leader, several times on 
the face, knocking him down and breaking his false teeth; he kicked him while 
down, Mizuguchi then walked to Major Holohan, the senior officer in camp, find 
told him through an.interpreter that he (Holohan) was responsible fpr the be¬ 
havior of the entire camp. He struck Major Holohan across-the face about a 
dozen times, knocking him down and breaking his gLasses! He suff ered a haematoma 
of the lips which lasted ten to fourteen days.- All three of these assaults too.

Herbert, and he were all ordered to stand at attention outside the guardroom for 
three hours, Mizuguchi treated him in the most brutal manner, although he 
(HQlohen) was 54 years old and the-senior officer in oamp (Ex. 42, 43;♦ The 
mistreatment of Major Hoiohan, Herbert and Lee by Mizuguchi • was also described 
by other affiants (Ex. 9, 13,- 29, 35, 71, 73, %, 88,104, 124, 127, 136, 137). 

' ■ Major^Holefian also stated that on a prior occasion about September 

1944 , because he insisted on interviewing the camp superintendent to complain of 
Mizuguchi. beat’ing'uapt. Reeve. (Mizuguchi, 8), Mizuguchi struck him several times 
on the face with all his strefigth' and continued to strike him until he was driven 
across the,office floor," Finally he was pinned against the table and struck 
again, Mizuguchi was a. powerfully tuilt man (Ex. 42, 43). 

As to Specification 8: Capt. Reeve, British PIT, stated on morning 
roll call 8 September 1944 he took a pace to the rear of his-squad to blow his 
nos'e. Mizuguchi was taking the roll. The Japanese Sergeant'reported his action 
to Mizuguchi vtio sent for him immediately after- roll call-. - -Reeve -explained his 
action to Mizuguchi through the interpreter, Txtt'-Mizuguchi hit him with-aH his-.' 
;force twenty times with,.clenched knuckles, badly lacerating his lips and side_ 
of jiKJjth. He"_finally kicked him with all bis'force on both' ankles (Ex.. 72)*,'' 
MajOr HOlohTan stated he "did jiot witness * Che Jje^.tirfTg, -bCtt it was’reported t‘o him 

(fer 42, 43)..,; •*„ -c • » . ■ 

» As to Speci fi cation PW Sfddard, American medical corpaman,*' , 

stated he was in charge of* enlisted'personnel at the hospital. The second day 
the BT'.s were,in camp, Mizuguchi, beat him for trying’ to get medicine for the 
-men (Ex. 36). The,American PW’s arrived in camp in April 1945 (Ex, 74). 


' - _ As t?b Spec ification 12: Tech. Sgt. ■Sedlak,-an i -.American FIT,-stdted 

that in the spring of 19^5 "Hizuguchi hit him with ^iis fists and when he fell ~ 
to the ground, he kicked him in the ribs and face for smoking outside the 
barracks' the day before. The beating lasted fifteen minutes (Ex. 75), Col. . 
Schwartz, U, S*. Army, stated he witnessed the beating of Sedlak by Mizuguchi 
(Ex, 74). Lt. Col. Montgomeryi U. S. Army, and others also related the incident 
(Ex. 81, 91, 105, 126; R. 539). . ‘ 


' As to Spec ificat ion 13 ! Col. Schwartz, M.C., U. S. Army, assistant 
to Mizuguchi, stated that MlzuguchT never'permitted him to use the stethoscope. 

A British PW ingeniously made one for him, but the first time he appeared in the 
dispensary with it, Mizuguchi reprimanded him and forbade him to use it or 'to 
bring it to the dispensary again. About twenty American officers were older 
men and needed gLasses. He .requested lenses but was told ell were used by 
Japanese Army, At end of war he discovered there-was an optic shop one block, 
from camp well supplied with lenses and grinding apparatus. S e veral times he 
requested sick men be sent to the hospital. This request was refused with ex¬ 
planation that the nearest hospital was in Keijo. There was a fairly well- 
equipped Japanese civilian hospital about three blocks from camp. Many men had 
multiple skin lesions and men reported daily for dressings. He was given a 
piece of gauze about one foot square at sick call daily. This was barely enough 
to dress one man*s infections. When PW's realized they could not be dressed at 
sick call, they stopped coming. At no time was he furnished sufficient ointments 
and antiseptics. When the mr was over the Japanese turned'over to him a con¬ 
siderable quantity of Red Cross medical supplies, dressings, sulfa drugs, quinine, 
vitamins and plasma. This would have been adequate to take care of all P/J needs, 
had they been issued when requested. Virtually every day sick FW’s were forced 
to go to work. The sick men were arbitrarily taken off the'sick list in spite 
of his protests (Ex. 74). Col. Beecher, senior American-F7, stated that 
Mizuguchi permitted an inexperienced Japanese soldier to perform amateur opera¬ 
tions on P7*s who oould have been properly treated by Col. Schwartz and thus saved 
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unnecessary suffering (Ex. 4). 'Capt, Gibbs, M.C. British Array, stated that, 
according to Japanese standards, a man was not regarded too sick to work unless 
he was unable to walk. During the whole time he was medical officer in camp, 
he had a continual struggle with Japanese authorities, to get sick men excused' 
from work. He stated the medical inspection room was well equipped with drugs, 
all labeled in Japanese to prevent use by British medical officers (Ex/ 35). 

PW Goddard, the-American medicalcorpsman, stated Red Cross medicines were' ■ ' 
received but.Mizuguchi would not issue them for FV use (Ex. 36). Major Holohan, 
the senior British officer, stated that when Red Cross drugs, arrived,'the Japanese 
so strictly controlled them that British medical officer,'Capt. Gibbs, had great 
difficulty.in obtaining essential drags'for very'sick men, and then not'sufficient 
for his needs (Ex, 42) Col.'Kramer, U. S.« Army, stated that during the period ' 
Mizuguchi was medical officer,'virtually ho medical facilities were provided. 

They had dozens of F7's dn urgent need of minor dressings, but Mizuguchi denied 1 
every request, yet medical supplies clearly marked "American Red Gross" were 
used by Mizuguclii^jjetytreating, Japanese soldiers. He personally witnessed such 
use of Red Cross supplies by Mizuguchi (Ex. 47) » Lt. Col, Montgomery, U. S,' 

Army, stated that Mizuguchi controlled the issue of medicine to the hospital, 
and in spite of Col. Schwartz• repealed requests far medicines,, bandages, etc,, 
they were invariably denied by Mizuguchi, There was a Small cellar dug right 
in front of the hospital used as a storeroom for medicines, Pfs were also 
' limited to one doctor in the hospital by order of Mizuguchi. There were about 
ten qualified American doctors among the.RW's who could have assisied Col,. 
Schwartz,, and for them there was a great need.* They-did non-medical work while 
about sixty percent:of the prisoners were sick (Ex,- 105;-R.-540, 543). Lt, " • 

.. Wheeler, .0, S ,.- Navy, - stated that Mizuguchi-‘deliberately refused on: many ocdas-ions.

Feeriek, British, stated Mizuguchi assaulted him on three occasions. Tjje«first , 

time he hit him behind the_*sar, knocking him out of ranks. He beat him about 
the face with his closed fists until he was- nearly unconscious. The second and 
third times he assaulted him because hi did not have his -fipgers“strait while. . 
standing at attention.'* He’jumped on the bed. and hit him.-about the head With*his 
closed fists until almost unconscious (Ex. 29), M!*ny other affiants have mention?- 


ed'the'great number of'beatings'by Mizuguchi of PW's not referred to above (Ex. 4, 
29, 36, 37, 47, 73, 76, 78, 110, 137). Tadashi Mori stated he was Japanese Med- P 
ical sergeant at Jirisen from 24 June 1943 until shortly before the end of the ' 
war; at roll call in May 1945, he saw Mizuguchi slap an American squad leader 
across the face; with his hand (Ex. 127); he never saw Mizuguchi compel-■F/J's to 
perform arduous labor when physically unfit to perform such labor (R. 380); he 
never heard or saw Mizuguchi deny and refuse sick F/Ms adequate and available, 
medicines and medical treatment (R* 381)* 

As .to Specification 14 :' Lt. Col. 3eecher, USMC, senior American 
FV, stated that Mizuguchi forced him, under threat.of physical violence, to sign 
a false death certificate that King had. died despite treatment by the Japanese 
(Ex. 4, 91). (For true cause of King's death, see Mizuguchi, l), Lt.'Col, 
Montgomery, U. 5. Army, stated he entered the room and heard Mizuguchi, through 
the interpreter, RLtaoka, insisting that Col, Beecher sign the death'certif ibate 
that King had died of heart failure. Col. Beecher protested that he, as a line 
officer, was not capable of making a diagnosis arid should not be required to ' 
make a statement regarding causes of death. He suggested that medical officer,’ 
Col,-Schwartz, was the person vho should sign the certificate. Mizuguchi became 
infuriated at Col, Beecher's refusal to sign the certificate and threatened to 
beat him, disking his fist in his face, and stated through the interpreter that 
he was ordering hitt directly to sign the certificate as was written. A.fter con¬ 
tinual threatening. Col. Beecher finally signed, s tating • th'At he had done so 
because he was ordered to. Col. Beecher Was suffering from a carbuncle on his 
neck and it had been incised without anesthesia. He had a hole in the back of 
his neck about an inch deep and he was in very great pain. He had a large 
bandage and was not in a position to have a good beating handed to him at that 
particular time (Ex, 57; R« 536, 537). The Japanese interpreter, KLtaoka 
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(Ex. 126; R, 366), and Lt. Isobe, officer-in-chrrgo of general affairs (Ex. 124 
R, 334, 335) also described the incident. Col, Schwartz stated Col, BeeGher 
told him the incident occurred a day or two after King's death (Ex. 74).

As to Sp ecificat ion 1 ; Gunner Feerick, British FW, stated in 
January 1945 iCurokawa' examined* the tables in the hut and found fault with his. 

He called him to attention end struck him with his fists about the head and 
body; he kicked him and broke the table over his head and shoulders. He then 
made him stand'at attention for two hours outside the guardhouse. The temperature 
was below zero, and he was thinly dad (Ex, 28), PW ^hite stated that about 
January or February 1945Beeribk was accused of smoking in the hut after hours, 
Kurokawa sent for himj^he was wearing only a pair of shorts, Kurokawa beat him 
about his face. wLtb'-Kis hands and fists and made him stand at attention during

As to Specification 1 ; PA r Bulmer- stated Pvt, Knowles, a British 
PW, became ilFliSout^August 1944"and vomited 'bloods "Capt. Morris r ^British M.O., 
tried to get him into the-camp hospital but he was not admitted until-about two - 
months afterward. He vfas in the camp hospital for about._twb*weeks' and then sent 
to VBtk. About the end of March 194? he was" sent to 'a civil hospital (R, 145), 
-FV Brighton *stated that“Knowles was obvibus^jrH.ll^^nd 'arable -to' stand work at 
tljji^factory. He frequently cofaplaljrffid, .but "was me.de to-carrjffcon. He collapse?!*, 
and had toJiftakeB to'the^'hospitaj (Ex; 7), PW Dahili"stated Rnowlgs became 
ill about December 1944, cowghingjpiood, -hfct received no medical treatment fbont* 
Tapanese medical sources,- About the middle of March 1945, he was removed, to 
the civil hospital, Capt. Morris tried to visit hinl’there, but ms refused 
permission (Sb?, 20). Capt.?*Kinloch, senior British PW, stated Knowles spent 
several months in the- camp hospital wh§re he was treated by CaptvMorris, The 
latter informed him thdt Knowles was suffering from tubeccfflosis and as there, 
were very few medicines in damp the Japanese transferred him-to (he Civil hos¬ 
pital where he could be X-rayed and properly treated. There conditions were 
exceedingly bad and Knowles died. No one, not even Copt. Morris was allowed to 
visit him there (Ex, 46). PW Walters stated Knowles beoame ill about the end of 
1944 and Was taken to the civil hospital early in 1945 after a delay of about 
six weeks, during Which the Japanese did nothing to have him moved (Ex,- 86 ).* 
Capt. Morris, M.C., stated Knowles died after a fair months' illness in the 
civil hospital where he was treated abominably (Ex, 95). Corp, Doyle stated 
Knowles died in Konan Hospital about a week after he was moved there from the- 
camp hospital (R, 278). FW Barlow also described the ill treatment of Knowles- 
at the civilian hospital (Ex. 2). " 


Dr. Tabata,' superintendent of the Nippon CHlsso Hiryo Company ' 
Hospital at Konan, stated he assigned Watanabe to -work at the Hongu Hospital, 
branch of the main hospital. The main PW camp .at Keijo requested a doctor be 
appointod from the Company p.e doctor at the Konan Camp, Tabata assigned Watanabe 
that additional duty, end the main F\ r camp at Keijo recognized Watanabe as the 
camp doctor. Some FWs were transferred to the main hospital and Dr. Watahabe\ 
consulted vdth section chiefs of the main hospital when this was done. The 
doctor of the main hospital took 'charge of the F f f patients there. Dr. Miyazawa,* 
not "'atanabe, was responsible for the treatment of the PW* /TCnowles/ that died 
at the main hospital. The Array furnished 3ome medicine to the PW camp and the 
Company furnished some; medicine was 3ent from the Company to the PW camp'every 
week at Watanabe's request; sometimes thd"Company could not send all the medicine 
he requested, 1 The Konan Camp authorities could have authorized a FW doctor or 
medical orderlies to visit sick PW's at main hospital and treat them; he did not 
know idiether Wntnnebe could have granted this permission. It was Watanabe's duty 
to keep in touch with a PW being treated at the main hospital and to observe his 
treatment, and to advise the camp commandant as to the condition and treatment 
of FW's sick in the hospital. He (Watanabe) was liaison officer between the main 
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hospital and the Konan Camp (Ex. 130, 131; E. 432 to 434). There was a shortage ■; 
of medicines as the war progressed even to hospitalized patients. There was an r 
acute shortage of quinine and atabrine for malaria; emetine for amoebic dysentery, 
and sulfa pyradine for. pneumonia (R. 434). It would have been difficult for 
Watanabe to go to the PW camp everyday (R. 431); Watanabe was not head physician 
of the Konan Civil Hospital, nor head doctor at the Hongu Branch Hospital (R, 431) f

As to Specifi c ati on 3: FT Pah ill stated men were., stoking, electric 
carbide furnaces. They ‘vrere in very poor condition and often fainted with hard 
work. They vere returned to camp without any medical, treatment (Ex. 20). PW 
Fellew stated medical supplies were practically nil. Capt I Morris, British M.C, 
at idle camp, did vimfe^he could but was hampered by lack of supplies and by the 
fact that the Japanese medical corporal had the final say as to fitness.of FT's, 

Sick men were often sent to vrork at the •carbide, factory (Ex, 30). PW Frazer 
stated medicines were extremely short and medical conditions bad. The work at 
the carbide factory'was hard (Ex. 32). Corp, Wilkinson, an Australian PW, stated ; 
Interpreter Kitaoka, in collusion with the Japanese Medical Officer, sent him ' 

,-to work at the carbide furnaces when he was very ill and weak with, stomach.trouble. 

He had nothing to eat for, two days-and collapsed on- the job (Ex,: 111). PW, Hayes J 
stated he was anployed at the carbide f actory .for, the,whole period of his in-*; ... > ' •

' worked at the Hongu Factory (R, 149)• <Hc |t.as sent to work Jjy Watanabe*"with a 
temperature.of 10J? degrees; he was suffering from malaria'(R,v:143X. "FTTSd_*~ 

Roots was admitted to the camp hospital after collapsing at work; he lay there 
for about six or seven weeks without medical-attention suffering from pneumonia 
and pleurisy; he could not sit up; Capt', Morris tried to get him admitted to 
the civil hospital and eventually he did (R. 148). Capt. Morris told him (Bulmer) 
that he had classed nineteen FT's as unfit for work and kept them in; Watanabe * 
sent them to vrork; he did the same about four times. He kept Capt. Morris from 
coming near the medical inspection room. He also gave orders that no man would 
report sick with diarrhea, and these orders were read to each squad (R. 162). 

Corp, Doyle, Australian PW; stated that FT Thorburn had a'temperature 
of 101 degrees and Watanabe sent him to work the day he had malaria-(R. 258, 271). 

He (Doyle) was vomiting and had a touch of diarrhea..and was sent put by Watanabe< 
to stoke furnaces for three days. It was useless to go on'sick parade if 
Watanabe was on duty (R, 271). Pvt, Sharpe, Australian PIT, had a lot of boils 
all over him; Watanabe squeezed out the boils and sent him to work; he collapsed 
three or four times while stoking furnaces; the PW's had to carry him back to' 
camp; he always seemed sick either in the stomach or from boils (R, 271, 278). 

Che man had all his fingers bandaged up, but he ha.d to work just the same carry¬ 
ing bags of fertilizer (R. 272, 287).. Sgfc, Bailey, British PIT, and several others 
. were very sick from fish'poisoning; he (Doyle) was'adso sick that night; Watanabe 
would not excuse them no matter how sick they were, and'sent them to vrork, Sgt; 

Bailey was made to stoke the furnaces all night (R. 279, 280). Watanabe used to' 
conie to camp about three tihies'a week and when the sick parade had more than 
thirty men he used to whittle them down to.'about fifteen (R. 287). The FT's 1 
nicknamed Watanabe'"Yoshi yoroshii shigoto", which means "You are all right to 
• work" (R. 142, 257, *258). Watanabe was employed by the Nippon Chisso Hiryo ; 

Kaisha., afactory about one-fourth mile from camp. It was also known as H 0 ngu 
Kaisha (R, 249 . 294)., On cross-examination Corp. Doyle stated that some PW's 
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may have reported on sick call for the purpose of evadir^ work (R. 289)• Watanabe 
placed PW's on "light duty" carrying fertilizer. There was a great shortage of 
medicines (R, 283, 284)• 

Capt. Morris stated that Dr. ’’/atanabe was visiting doctor from the 
Hongu Factory Hospital; he repeatedly ordered out to work men who were completely 
unable to perform their duties by reason of fevers of 104 degrees or bad feet 
or legs. Medicines were• generally inadequate in kind and amount. In February 
1944 Red Cross medical supplies arrive^ and eased the situation, except for 
malaria. The Japanese Medical Sergeant Major was extremely malicious. He in¬ 
sisted on bad methods of treatment, an<| repeatedly sent to work men who ye re ' 
totally unfit. He (Morris) remonstrated with Capt. OtakL, the can?) commandant, 
about this and was ordered to hand ov^i* care of the sick to the Medical Sergeant 
Major and was banished from the hospital, Capt, Otakl refused to permit him 
(Morris) to write to either Keijo or the International Red Cross or to write 
himBelf, and refused to accept his reftomnendations as to what medicines were 
needed. He (Morris) • considered that PW's Whittaker and Hayter, who died of 
pneumonia, could have been saved if sulfa drugs were, obtained from Keijo or 
Jinsen, where they knew they were available (Ex, 95). 

j,'atanabe Stated he was on duty at' a branch of the Konan Chisso 
(Carbide) Hospital operated by tee Nippon Chisso Kaisha, He was not'head doctor 
of the Company. He was the.Company doctor vho .examined all PW's. "The FA r, 3_came 
to work at the factory in September 1943. He-'saw slqft PHs .every jotjrer day for. , 
about two hours,. He. thought there was enough medicine and different'kinds of- 
medicine. The-'camp had a camp hospital, but PW's vho became seriously ill were 
s.enfc outside to the Company Hospital. - He had" permissibn Thom the camp commander 
to renflSVe them hnd arranged -for a special doc to*. tjj»*trgat them at-the Company y 

Hospital. He had nothing to *do* vdt/h.f’W's aftrl^ they'*werg'*remqjred to ’the'CompSny.^ ,.

• As to S peci fication Ip: (See evidence in support of Mizuguchi, 13), 
tt. Col,, Kriwanek, U. S. prmy, stated in July 1945 he was struck by a Japanese 
guard without warning in the face with his fist. The blow knocked off his ' 
glasses, and as he. stopped to pick them up, he struck him. in the mouth with a 
rifle butt'breaking off two teeth and knocking h im to the ground. While on - : 
the ground, he kicked him in the groin. .He then ordered him to his feet and 
struck him on the face five or six times (Ex, 49)1 PW Parkinson stated he 
heard British PM»s Goodwin and Thompson were assaulted by .Japanese. - * He gave 
Thompson some' gauze after the assault (Ex. 65). Lt. Col. Mernitznig, U S. 

Army, stated in May 1945 he was forced tq, stand at attention for several hours. 
Being in a weakened condition from illness and malnutrition, he was unable to 
stand at attention for any length, of. time. As he was-ready to collapso, ore 
of the guards unmercifully beat him about the head with a clenched fist, knock- ■ , 
ing him to the ground (Ex, 87). Gunner Feericic, a British PST, stated that 
around the end of. 1944 some friendly Koreans gave him and some other PVj's some 
"measo n paste* to eat. This was reported to the Japanese guard in:charge of Pvt, 
Oshara. Feerick was teicen. into -a hut by Oshara and another guard, named Sammy. 

He told, them he had not stolen any food* He was badly beaten by these two guards, 
Oshara hit him with the butt of his rifle all over the-head and body and: kicked ’ ; 
him Then he wUs down, Sammy kicked.him also when he was down and picked him'up 
for Oshara to knock down again. From this attack he--received" two black eyes, 
two badly bleeding ears with damaged eardrums-, cuts on his head-and bruises all 
over his body. He was then pushed out of the-hut practically unconscious-(Ex. 28), 
This incident was also described by -FW Parkinson (Ex.

Tadashi Mori stated he was medical sergeant at Jinsen from 24 June

ran short, Okazaki tried to get more; everything was done to supply F'Ms with 
enough food and to satisfy them; Okazaki treated FI's justly and fairly; there 
3 were some mistreatments in the camp (Ex, 127).

As to Specification 3 : See evidence shown in support of Mizuguchi, 
13, pertaining to denying F7 1 s adequate and available medicines and medical' 
treatment find forcing sick'PM’s to be sent to work, contained in Exhibits 4, 
17,35, 36, 42,'47, 71, 74,'91, 105, HO, 137. 'See also Exhibits 28, 76. Lt. 
Col. Montgomery, U', S, Army, stated that Uchida, as Chief Medical Officer for 
all camps in Korea, did not exercise adequate(Supervision over Mizuguchi, who 
was unfitted professionally and temperamentally for his job (Ex. 105)* 

Noguchi stated Uchida was the. senior medical .officer, in the Korean 
FT area. It was his duty to visit Jinsen and Konan and see if sanitation and 
■medical conditions there were proper. He visited Jinsen and Konan on his orders. 
He reported the results of his medical inspections to him, Uchida could not . 
give orders to the Jinsen and Konan medical officer, but he could give his 
opinion (Ex. 112), , 
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Uchida stated he inspected the PW camps and thought the proper 
medical attention and supplies were furnished. He could not give orders to 
the camp doctors but he could give his opinion on matters relating to medical 
conditions. He went to the Jinsen and Konan Camper to inspect sanitary conditions 
of sick PV'8 at these camps. If conditions were l?ad or patients were not re¬ 
ceiving proper treatment, he could give his opinion on these matters. He made 
his suggestions to the doctor and camp commander there. He could go to the camp 
commander and report the medical matter vtftlch needed correcting. The latter 
could order the camp doctor to make the correction, Noguchi was the authority 
above the camp commander who could order the correction made. Actually it was > 
never necessary to use that means of correcting something. He stated he had no 
duties at Jinsen HV Camp because there,was a doctor there. He went there to 
inspect the medical records- arid the condition of the patients. If they needed ' 
certain medicine he sent it from the Keitfo -Camp. If -he disapproved of something, 
he warried the camp doctor. The camp commander could order the change. He had 
the duty to report to Noguchi the results of the inspection and medical conditions 
at Jinsen:. Any suggestions he-made to Okazaki were carried out and the change - • 
was reported to Noguchi. -He didn,'t believe he reported any important change at 
Jinsen. He never heard any bad reports of Sasaki or that he interferred with 
Col, Schwartz when he was attending FT's (Ex. 115). 

Okazaki stated Uchida visited Jinsen at least once a ‘month. He 
visited to see that the patients and medical facilies-were proper.1 When an ' 
order from PCW Headquarters was .pass ed down bjr Uchida, he h.ad to .carry it out,. 
but if Uchida gave his advice about medical matters and He thought-It. .was wrong 
. he would.object -and advise Uchida accordingly^ .Uchida had authority to advise 
Mizugwchi- if■ there was anything'wrong*regarding medical matters. It was Uchida's 
duty to inquire'into conduct^of Mi"zuguchi«and-o©rje‘ct.him if he were wrong'-i'n 
hia. medical treatment, jfeUt it flros net his.-dutJy to inquir? if £e were mistreating 
FW's; that.' his*( Gkazak 1 1 s) duty. It was not Uchida duty to inquire into 
yie cause of the deaths o^-PW's,- Uphida received the death .certificates lit Keijo, -:

'Lt, Col.- Monoe,_ second ir^command of Medical Section, Chcsen Army .

As to Specification 6: Lt. Col. ELrington, senior British FV7, 
stated that Uchida refused medical treatment to all officers for the alleged 
misdemeanors of two officers (Ex. 23). Corp. Fredericks stated PIT's received 
no medicine except an occasional powder and they were made to go to work, ... 
whether sick or'otherwise (Ex,. 33). Lt. Fuller, British FT, stated that they 
had no medical supplies to speak of for a year beginning September 1942; after 
that they received /merican Red Cross medical supplies, but they were withheld 
on every possible occasion. The Japanese doctor was responsible for a number 
of deaths due to withholding medical supplies an! lack of proper medical atten¬ 
tion (Ex. 34). Capt.'Gibbs, British M t C., stated Uchida vras very reluctant to . 
issue Red Cross drugs, even though they were in his possession in good supply 
(Sx, 35). PW Bolger stated medical supplies were practically nil for FT's, but 
medical supplies of usual mixtures-were issued to Japanese and Korean guards, • 
Although there were large quantities of American Red Cross supplies in the camp, 
PW's were given them only in diluted quantities when they were in particularly 
bad condition. The Japanese medied- officer compelled men to work irrespective 
of their condition (Ex.- 5). PT7 Broughton stated on-arrival in Keijo FT Metcalf 
wa3 suffering from dysentery and was left on an open square on a stretcher in 
terrific heat of sun for about two hours,' He was-writhing in pain and delerious. 

He was carried to a hospitail and died 'about two days later. His condition was 
reported to the senior'Japanese medical officer a.t the hospital by FT officers 
immediately on arrival, but he was refused admission to the hospital until 
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parade was over (Ex, 8), ’ PIT Hamilton stated a number of deaths occurred because 
of the apathy arid lack of skill of Uchida, The Japanese medical service was 
apathetic and inadequate. Vitamin pills and medical supplies in Red Cross parcels 
were deliberately withheld for no apparent reason (Ex, 39). 

Major O'Donnell, British medical officer, testified as follows! 

An Irish sergeant had amoebic dysentery in 1943* He tried for a long time to. 
get emetine from Uchida.- Eventually when the sergeant got so bad and could live 
only about forty-eight hours, Uchida got him some (R, 23). Three PW's, Lb. 

Jakeman* Sgt, Oliver'and Furness had post diphtheritic paralysis around January 
1943. They either had inadequate treatment-or none at all (R. 27, 68);' In 
January 194-3 when the temperature was about minus 2 degrees Fahrenheit., it was 
too cold for the men to work Outside. There was no work for them to do and 
they stood around all day with nothing to do at all. - He asked Uchida if he-could 
intercede with Noguchi and allow the men to remain in camp, but Uchida refused 
to let him do so. There was always danger from -pneumonia (R. 27, 28)> Some 
YMCA medicines arrived in camp. They were locked up by the Japanese, and occa¬ 
sionally PT's .got a little cough mixture,. Toward the end of the war, a couple 
of days before or after, medicines were given out freely (R. 28, 29). About a. 
year before the end of the war; a large consignment of Red Cross medicines arrived 
at camp. The consignment contained all medicines, and drugs needed a few surgical 

' instruments, . The medicines were locked up by the Japanese,' and occasionally 
small amounts were issued at, sick parade, Che time';he Saw a_Japanese dentist 
treating, his feet with, salicvlic acid, ointment which'he wanted. H6_ asked for- A 
some, but was. refused-( r, 29).- Uchida put. the'.camp" hospital out of*.bounds .to. 
officers from-26. August to. 5 September 1943 because Col. Elrittgton.on his ‘ _

Uchida did nothing about.it when he asked for vitamin C or 'K'in food to*T>revent. 
hemorrhages in the mouths-of'prisoners (R. 34). About-,, ninety percent o£ the B's, 
had worms; -PSf•%. were .not ?p?3sowed*'to. wash vegetables properly before cooking . ^ 

(R. 36), Uchida hard nil the Japanese drugs' at his disposal, and,at times he 
was able to get drugs,outside (R,55>57 )v* The Japanese santrdes had better 
treatment than the PW's because the Japanese were able-to procure, the right type 
of diet. When pwis had dysentery, they still had to "have rice as there was 
nothing else to give them. Lack of proper diet had a very delaying action on 
their recovery from illness (R, 55). It was a matter of weeks before-severely- 
ill PW's’ were sent to the military hospital after a request for transfer was 
made (R« 55). At no time were there more than three beds in the hospital in„-'- 
camp (R. 56), Uchida's standards of medicine were very low and he was* very 
careless in the .attention he paid the sick (R. 44). .

Uchida stated he inspected work conditions at the carbide factory at Konan after 
the PW's had begun to work there. His opinion was that .the work conditions 
there were not good for th.e health of the PW's, It was- too hot and dusty work¬ 
ing on the furnaces and he So reported to Noguchi, In his opinion ^guchi, and 
the commander of Konan-Camp, and the factory officials were responsible for 
keeping the PW's working there (Ex. 113), He stated he inspected the medical 
records and the condition of the PW's patients at the Konan Camp. Medicine was 
generally supplied to the Konan Camp from the Nippon Carbide Company. In case 
of emergency, and the medicine was not available, the Keijo Camp vrould supply 
the medicine. He had a duty to report any bad medical conditions he observed 
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at the Kbnan, Camp. Once he told Noguchi he went to the Carbide Company Hospital 
several times and complained to them to furnish more medical supplies. He vent 
to the Company doctor to change medical matters at Ifonan (Ex. 115)* 

Wataftabe■stated Uchida came to Kbnari and examined the condition of 
the FT's, When he'saw the PWs, he said everything was .all rigii* He thought 
Uchida vent to the place where the .PWs worked but he didn’t say anything about 
it. Uchida made suggestions to him a couple-of times about changes in medicine 
(Ex. 122),

As -to Specification 11 ; Lt. Pigott., a British FT, was -imprisoned- 
in the Seidaiqjon Civil Prison in July 1943 for alleged seditious activities. 

In July 1944 he contracted pleurisy but managed to recover without medical 
attention. On 15 December1944 he contracted pleurisy again. On 28 December 
Uchida visited the prison and examined Pigott, On 30 December he• was moved to 
the PW Camp hospital at Keijo very debilitated and suffering from wet pleurisy 
on the left side of his chest.• Major O’Donnell, British Medical Officer,.with- 
' drew tubercular fluid from Pigott’s chest, and the. condition-cleared up entirely! 

All treatment available in'the prison camp was giyerl^Pigott-at the; camp hospital. 

He- remained there until April 1945 when he was .taken barite to the-prison by the A ._ 
Kempei in a convalescent state. At Seidaimoff pigott remained in solitary bohr 
.finement until 3Q May 1945, He persisted in going to wojrk with'the other FW§\

Major O'Donneli stated that Pigott was not physically fit to return-.:* * 
to jail-in April 1945. He was obviously still weak] he .was very^'much^underweight 
for his size; he.j/as. a*conVdlescent tuberculosis case, H,e*b.a$ed this diagnosis 
oh the fluid he-withdrew from his chest and the type rf temperature which he''" > v "' 
ran during most of the stay at the camp hospital, ’These facts were observable - 
by Uchida, and he also brought them to his attention. He stated that Pigott's. 
death was due to the continuation of the previous tubercular pleurisy which he 
had at the camp hospital. He thought that it was quite possible that had Pigott - 
been kept in camp and rested and given the food subscribed by the’ FT's .themselves 
to,build him up, he could easily have been kept alive until the end of the.war. 

Had Uchida^advised the authorities against the removal of Pigott from the hos¬ 
pital, he would not have been guilty of criminal negligence, but any doctor who 
passed Pigott as fit to go to the conditions in civil jail was good as sending 
him to death/ arid was guilty of gross criminal negligence (R. 80, 81). 

Dr. Omori, a Japanese medical practitioner,®stated in answer to a 
hypothetical.question, he'would, have advised against sending Pigott back to 
prison (R. 349). 

Capt. Collison, Lt. Butler, Lt. Mullins (Ex. 44), Copt. Kershaw 
(Ex-, 45) and Lt. Wood (Ex. 89), who were all in confinement at Seidaimon and 
saw Pigott when he was returned, there in April 1945, stated he was somewhat 
improved but still very weak., 

Uchida stated he visited Seidaimon in Novenber or December 1944; - 

he examined Pigott; he was .suffering from pleurisy. He had Pigott transferred 
back to Keijo Camp Hospital where he remained until April 1945. He had improved 
in health and he pronounced him well. His report went to Noguchi vho in turn 
reported the matter to Chosen Legal Section and they gave orders transferring 
him back to Seidaimon.• He stated Major O'Donnell did not examine Pigott when 
he was transferred back to prison. At end of war Pigott was freed from prison 
and returned to Keijo Camp, He was in good health; he was Very plump, healthy 
looking with good color. About 26 August 1945 he became ill and died on 
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29 August of .tubercular meningitis, Pigott was under 0’Donnell’s cere vhen 
he died. He (Uchida) had no duties at Seidaimon to FT’e'although he went to 
see FT’s about once every month and .a half (Ex. 113-115), 

Satoru Shiraishi stated he was herd of the general affairs, section 
of the Seidrimon prison since 10 January 1945. There was a'medical doctor at 
Seidaimon who administered to the criminals; he hc.d doctors, dentists and 
pharmacists under him all employed at the Seidaimon prison. The prison warden 
was responsible for furnishing food and clothing to PPJ’s confined at Seidaimon; 
food at the prison was prescribed by the legal section of the governor general 
and the warden could not ohange it (Sx. 129; R. 392, 393), 


Lt..Col, Toshio Monoe’ stated he was second-in-command of the 
medical department, Chosen Army-Headquarters. Uchida. was responsible'for the 
health of F ,T 's at Seidaimon who were sent from the camp to work there, but after 
a. FT had been >c on vie tod of a. crime, and confined at Seidaimon, the responsibility 
for the FV's health was the prison doctor’s and not Uchida’e. S Q ida.imon was 
not connected with the Ar.my so Uchida had no authority to give* orders to prison 
officers. The only reason 1 Uchida would go to see F/’s in Seidaimon was because 
they were formerly FV’s in his camp and ho'■wanted to take care of them. Japan- 
os o'prisoners were not noted for good food, and there„wasn’t much medicine 
(Ex, 132; R. .406, 416, 417). .. 

Masami Utsunomiya stated he was- "chief Jailer at Seidaimon from'" . . 
August 1942 to March 1945, Dr. Honda was in-charge of the medical'attention- ,> 
•of .FT’s. Noguchi and ’Uchida. visited Seidaimon every month.- - Noguchi spoke to 
.Wiis a small hall. He gave prison officials"orders to*send him monthly

As to Specification 5p t Pvt. Thompson, a British PW, stated, that 
in the latter part of 1943 he was with a working party under Major Beaumont, 
a British PVT, unloading rice at a warehouse. On leaving the warehouse-all were 
subjected 'to search, but Major Beaumont refused.to be searched. He was seized 
by the sentries, one of whom butted him in the body with a rifle. He was then 
forcibly searched; they half undressed him and he was given' several blows in 
the face and body, one of the sentries threatened to bayonet him (Ex. 80).. 

PVJ Dahill described the incident, stating that Major Beaumont protested being 
searched by anyone accept a Japanese officer. He ms.de an attempt to stop the 
guards from taking off his clothes and was struck several'hard blows about the 
head by the sergeant major and one of the guards (Ex. 21). iPW Smith also re¬ 
lated the incident (Ex. 138). Corp. Doylte stated they stripped Major Beaumont 
down to his underpants; the orderly officer struck him about four or five times 
on the face. When he put up his hands to protect himself, he was butted four 
or five times with a rifle by one of the Korean guards; the lance corporal 
hit him about five or six times' (R. 245). . . 

As to Specification 5q : Major Procter, a British Ftf, stated taat 
about July 1943 a sentry who was standing behind him struck him with his list 
on the back of the head, while he was requesting another sentry for an inter¬ 
preter to explain something about the work. Then both sentn&s belabored him 
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with their fists on the face and body. One sentry fixed his bayonet and held 
him vhile the other continued to push him in the face and in the back of the 
neck. About twenty or more blows were struck and he suffered bruises and 
abrasions (Ex. 70). Corp. Harrison, in describing the incident, stated one' 
of“the two Korean guards was named "Paddy" (Ex. 40). Corp,'Doyle, Australian 
PI !if, also described the beating (R. 247). 

As to Specifications 5r. 5s ; Pvt. Vinall, an Australian PW, 
stated'in July 1944 he was sitting in the yard sketching. A Japanese guard, 
Cagney, felled him with a blow of his rifle butt behind the ear, The^fpiloting 
day he was confined in the guardhouse. He was not permitted to lie'fcrouch, or 
lean against the wall. On the third day he dozed while standing. Cagney saw 
him and reused him by kicking him heavily in the stomach. He was bruised for 
about five weeks as a result (Ex-. 84). 


As. to Specific at ion.'5t ; Pvt. Vinall stated about December 1944, 
he saw Driver Perfy, an Australian P 71, taken to the medical orderly room by' 
one of the Japanese guards.. He returned" in about half on hour with bruises, 
cuts and abrasions on his face, and said the medical orderly, Matteyruna, had 
beaten him up (Ex, 84).

Pvt. Dahill, a British PW, stated he was Imprisoned in October 1943 for eight ■ 
days in solitary confinement and semi-darkness in a small cell for smoking. 

He was provided with one blanket only, although the weather was bitterly cold. 

He was not allowed to sit' down in the'cell and was given very little fo'od and • 
water (Ex, 19, 21), Corp. Fredericks, an Australian FY, stated that about June 
1943, he had three ribs broken as a result of a bashing by fists and kicking 
by a Japanese, known as the Kicker; He also received bashings from a. Japanese 
known as Smiler, .Peaches and Cream, and Suki (Ex, 33). L-t. Fuller, a British 
W, stated he was subjected to heavy openhand'blows on the face by Japanese 
and Korean guards (Ex. 34). Pvt, Heatherhill,.Australian FA',' stated-he received 
bashings and .beatings from Korean guards many times (,Ex.’41). Sgt. Leigh, a 
British FY, stated a Japanese guard known as Squint Face, slapped him and Sgt, 
Turner in the face and kicked them about the'shins and back. This incident 
preceded the beating described under Noguchi, 5h (Ex. 51), Pvt. LomAsney, a 
British F7. r , stated he was frequently hit and kicked in the groinj PW Dooley was 
also hit (Ex. 52), Morotomi admitted he slapped three prisoners on the face 
on different occasions (Ex. 59). Pvt. Smith, a British FWJ stated he was struck 
on the face by a Korean sentry (Ex. 138), Major O'Donnell, British nodical 
officer, stated a sentry cook corporal in the kitchen pointed a bayonet at him 
and beat him five or six times as, hard as he could with his closed fist on the 
side of"his face because he came out of the barracks room w^.th a cigarette 
(R. 37). . , ' 

Corp. Doyle, Australian PW, stated a guard, the Pig, struck hinr 
across the face and rocked him about,just as he was finishing a cigarette; 

PW Thorburn, Australian, was accused of smoking and smacked by one of the guards 
across the face two or three times (R. 242);'one of the guards belted F.7 
Ridgeway (R. 244). He (Doyle) and Sgt. Pike, Australian F/f's, stole some ■ 
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glucose from a barrel, A Korean guard, knoym.as Smller, hit him (Doyle) about 
ten or twelve times'across the face and then took to Pike (R. 246). A guard 
struck F>7's Marboub, Thorburn and Keatch for stealing sugar, and later they were 
beaten by the guard commander (R, 247). 


Other affiants'have mentioned numerous'beatings and other abuses 
inflicted on FV's (Ex. 2, 12, 33, 34, 39, 40, 41, 51, 55, 66, 63, 70, 82, 84).

Lt, Col. Elrington, the senior British FT, stated the main criti¬ 
cism he had of Noguchi's administration wd;s his apparent ignorance of-"^ great 
deal tha’t went on in camp which should have been brought to his notice. Terada 
had the habit of dealing summarily with cases vhich he should have reported and 
was responsible more than anyone .else for delaying and .frequently suppressing, 
requests and reports addressed to Noguchi. There were numerous occasions when 
Takuma beat people up on which no action was taken when duly reported. After re¬ 
peated complaints to Noguchi concerning Takuma's beatings of PW's, Takuma was. 
eventually removed from camp. He also mentioned the uhapproachability of senior 
responsible officers (Ex. 23). 


Lt. Fuller stated there was a great deal 6f face slapping the 
entire time. Col. Elrington was constantly complaining, but nothing was done 
about it. He (Elrington) mad& a complaint .to Noguchi'regarding: the,.brutal . 
assault upon McKenzie (Takuma, l) demanding ha-b'e severely, dealt with. No -...

PW Smith stated Noguchi knew about some of the'poor conditions 
in camp, and he was seen a number of times by Col. Elrington, and after these 
visits, conditions improved a bit. The'junior Japanese officers were responsible 
for a lot of the-bad conditions in camp, but the Camp Commandant 'did not know 
anything about them (Ex, 138).

They stated an'order was 
issued forbidding striking PW's in future with soup ladles (Ex. 55> 85).

PW Broughton stated Terada made him kneel in the presente of the 
Camp Commandant and struck him writh clenched fist five or six times (Terada, 1) 
(Ex. 8). 

PW Walters stated that Goto on several occasions refused to allow 
the PW Commanding Officer to make complaints to-Noguchi (Ex, 85). 

PW Thompson stated the. day following his stealing an;apple and 
the resulting beatings inflicted upon him (Shito, 7 and Terada, 4), Npguchi sent 
for him,'gave him a lecture, and placdd him in solitary confinement for eight 
days (Ex. 80). 
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Major Proctor stated that after his beatir^ (Noguchi, 5q), he 
complained to the Japanese camp adjutant who became very angry with him for 
complaining. No redress was offered or obtained (Ex. 70). 

Sgt, Catell stated on one occasion he was orderly sergeant and 
accompanied the orderly officer to get the day's orders. He heard Noguchi issue 
instructions to withhold Red Cross supplies, mail, medical supplies, clothing 
etc, from the prisoners (Ex. 134)• 


Lt,;Col, Cardew stated protests were continually mde about, 
clothing and food, but little was done to improve the situationT^During the ■ 
whole of 1943 much unnecessary hardship was caused by the lack of medical 
stores. The Japanese would not allow the International Red Cross to help in 
this respect until the middle of 1944. The International Red Cross was allowed 
to visit the camp once annually in November or December, They were rushed around 
the camp and were shown only vh&t the commandant wanted them to see. There wa.s - 
an Australian Red Cross officer^ named Phillips, in camp the whole time, but 
he was never allowed to do anything nor was he allowed to write the International 
Red Cross, The Japanese would not'recognize Phillips as a Red Cross representa¬ 
tive, Noguchi was, in his opinion, responsible for this decision (Ex. 11). 


Lt, Fuller stated once a year, the Red Cross representative vis'ited 
camp. The senior British officer had to prepare- a list of questions., which'was 
submitted to the Japanese and any-question which was._oBjectionahJ-0 -v©s stricken.. 
The.Red Cross visit was .a complete farce. The Japanese put on a special show • 
fop him; they gave -F7's a .special lunch; Allowed them light work that day; the' 
cantfegfgtes well stocked for' the occasion, and when the* RecP Cross representative

arrival in camp in September'*l942, he wrote a long letter to Noguchi complaining 
of conditions in the hospital, (R. 24). *About 26 August 1943 he was seat for 
by Noguchi and he^Spoke-to him about the difference he had.vAth/Uchida conpenjing 
Col, Eli’ington's refusal to receive an injection frqm Uchida which-resulted in*., ... 
placing the hospital off limits to officers (R. 31, ^7); he had written a letter 
to N 0 guchi regarding the injection of Col,'Elrington and the misunderstanding 
he had with Terada at the hospital (Terada, 7) (R. 43). About December 1943. he' 
wrote a letter to Noguchi pointing out the condition of the men, the condition 
under vhich they were working; he stated the health of the men was at a ,very - 
low level all around; the heating during the v.lnter was inadequate; he a‘sited 
him to remedy those matters; the letter was taken by Capt, Pacque, the liaison 
officer to the Japanese office (R. 32, 33). Wien he was struck by a sentry cook 
corporal about six times for smoking (Noguchi, 5y), he wrote a letter of protest 
to Noguchi which he handed Uchida; he heard nothing of the incident (R»‘ 37)«.. 

Noguchi with his staff officers inspected Koijo Camp about once every two or 
three months (R, 38). The actual camp was about 10C> yards square; He saw very 
little of Noguchi and at the times he saw him, he behaved very well (R. 44). 

It was obvious Noguchi knev.' all the things that Were going on in camp as the 
camp was very small and easily supervised (R. 88. 89). He never saw a Japanese 
slap the face of a F/J in front of Noguchi (R. 89). To make fomplaints or pro¬ 
tests, the procedure was to write a letter to Noguchi. It'was handed to Cant. 

Pacque who in turn handed it over to the Japanese officers, usually Terada (R. 89). 
Col. Elrington visited with Noguchi about seven or eight times in three years 
(R, 92). Col. Elrington wrote several letters of protest and many other officers 
and FA r, s from time to time wrote letters of protest which ware handed in through , 
Capt. Pacque (R, 93). 


Capt, Goto stated Terada told him he had slapped Col. Cardew and 
the other officers (Terada, 3) and that he (Terada) had reported the matter to 
Noguchi, and the latter had punished him for the act (R. 583). He staled Takuma 
reported the beating of Capt. Fawcett (TakOma, 4) to him and the following day 
he (Goto) reported the incident to Noguchi, and the latter ordered him to give 
Takuma a strict warning, vhich he did (R. 584). He stated he was present when 
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Terada reported the beating of Major Beaumont to Noguchi (Noguchi, 5p); Noguchi 
became very angry and dispatched Terada'with a request that the army warehouse 
chiefs strictly punish the offenders (R, 584 ). He stated Terada discussed with 
Noguchi the idea of using an interpreter for inspecting the work sites because 
of language difficulties, a short time'after the McKenzie incident (Takuma, l); 
Noguchi granted permission to do so (R. 586). 

Col, Noguchi stated he was commanding officer of the Korean area 
PW camps. The commanding officers of Jinsen and Konan were directly responsible 
for any wrongs committed directly under them.- He would be responsible f or wrongs 
.committed by the commanding officers at Jinsen and Konan. He -g5ve orders to 
lower officers to do their duty. If they did not do their duty, they arxl he 
were responsible. At Keijo he was-directly responsible to see that proper medical 
attention was given P71 1 s, He was responsible to se.e .that the commanding officers 
at Jinseii and Konan provided VJVs proper medical attention. He made inspections 
at Keijo, Jinsen and Konan Camps. He went to see if PWs Were treated according 
to his orders ahd to see if they had enough food, clothing, etc. On every occr» 
sion he found the food sufficient; In his inspection in October 1942 he found 
there was not enough winter, clothing and had it distributed bef.ore the cold 
weather. On other visits he found everything all light. When he visited F.7 
camps he inspected, the living quarters of. the pW's. He had an interpreter with 
. him and always talked with a. group of FW 1 s and asked them how they. were. He 
had a private'talk with, the FA' contact officer. From these talks he received 
complaints about the food being insufficient,.But did.not. receive any complaints 
about the ; actions of ary of the "Japanese personnel,-"’eithey officerg-'or enlisted . .. 
men. At Keijo, .Terada-was'the contact officer., ’.Then he received a coftplaint- 
•from the F.7 coptadt officer, he-reported directly to flU,. official complaints 

•and miners vgne handled.in this way". .At ^the Jinsen Camp, Ieobe-;was the c oplHct 
officer, Wh'en Isobe received. ,* complaint *fr£»*Eh<? W toniact Officer, he x.eporj-'

'at the Jinsen Camp. The Konan J7 amp was handled in the same manner as tlje*Jins-en^ 
Camp. He did mot receive agy'complaints from the Konan Commanding Officer which 
he had received from the Pty.'s, He knew of two cases of mistreatment which took 
place ih Korean FW Camps. They were at Kfijo, Terada slaved.some P IT officers 
(Terada, 3). Tejada apologized to Lt. Col. Cardew far .this..---Mor^tomi slapped ' 
a-PW in barracks for smoking in bed, warning the Ft before slapping him (Noguchi,' 
5y). (Ex. 112).

Major Holohan, the senior British PW from 27 September 1942 to 
28 January 1945, stated he raised the whole question of Red Cross supplies with 
the Red Cross representative uho visited the camp in 1943. For this he and two 
other officers were sentenced to solitary confinement from seven to ten days for 
"misrepresentation of facts". He stated he was of the opinion that Okazaki.and 
Noguchi were aware of some of the* incidents in the camp, in .fact they could not 
have failed to know of them, as he reported most of -the worst cases as they 
occurred. He-had a great deal of difficulty at all times in representing ihei- 
dents, chiefly due to the obstruction of the junior Japanese officers. When be 
was able to obtain an interview, Okazaki listened to his complaints sympatheti¬ 
cally and promised to help (Ex. 42). It was his duty to represent all cases of 
unfair treatment to the Japanese, and he did this fairly and without prejudice 
to either side. As he had previously been f£ven an assurance that officers 
would not be treated in the manner of'Capt. Reeve (Mizuguchi, 8), he made a re¬ 
quest in writing to interview Okazaki. The application was handed to the Japanese 
duty officer with a request for prompt consideration. A day later he was sent 
for by Mizuguchi and asked if he still wished to see Okazaki. 'When he replied 
that he did', Mizuguchi beat him brutally. Later through Isobe, a. friendly Japan¬ 
ese officer, he was able to state his case and received a verbal apology through 
Isobe from Okazaki and an assurance'that it would not happen again. Later 
Mizuguchi beat him again (Mizuguchi, 7). The foregoing were typical of Japanese 
treatment of prisoners generally. Prisoners had no redress, and complaints were 
never entertained (Ex. 42, 43). 
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Major Round and Major Holohan stated that when Okazaki replaced 


Okuda in December 1942, Okazaki gave Major fjolohan an undertaking that officers 
at least would not be hit. However later in 1943 and 1944, when the war was 
no longer going in favor of the Japanese, there were frequent cases of officers 
being slapped by the Japanese officers and NGO's., When Lee, suffering from 
paralysis of ’the legs was made to stand at attention (Mizuguchi, 10), Capt. 
Gibbs, RAMC, immediately went over to the Japanese lines and explained the con¬ 
dition. The next day Mizuguchi struck Lee 'and Holohan (Mizuguchi, 10 and 7). 

A few days before the Red Cross representative was due to arrive on 30 November 
1944, Okazaki again gave an assurance that officers would not be hit (Ex. 73). 
Major Round stated many attempts were’made to acquaint Okazaki bf^FW complaints 
without success (Ex. 137). • 


PW Feerick stated that althqugh Major Holohan complained to 
Okazaki on'numerous occasions regarding the brutal treatment of PW 1 s by the 
camp staff, he never stopped it (Ex. 28). When Major Holohan complained to 
the.camp commandant regarding Mizuguchi's treatment of Lee (Mizuguchi, 10), the 
next day Mizuguchi beat Major Holohan ancf told him that if he ever, complained to 
the camp commandant again, he would receive the same punishment (Ex. 29).

Lt. Col ..‘Montgomery, contact officer, stated he brought Brundre-tt's 
condition to the attention -of Isobe, general affairs officer", and was sure 
Okazaki knew Brundrett was a verjr sick man'several days before he.dj.ed '(R, 551). 
He belJeVed he^knew of the. King'incident' (R,.i5'5>3 : )'» 'When his- contingent of PWle 
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„ arrived at Jlnsen in- April .19^5, the cadne»of Baitidh enlisted men there-warned 
,everyone aboyt Mizuguchi-.'.-They stated he .hadTjeaten^a"number British-and * v 
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Austraiian jwis’i Cnc of ti^e'JWa'frjid transmitted nxompJaint‘about this beating"• 
and Mizuguchi returned .end -beat -thjg man severely and warnedJiim that i-f Ue ever % 
•complained again, he would--come back and redouble the beating' the follovffing • 
night. He did,not' report 'the treatings of Col. -Beecher,. Col. Englehart and Major ^ 
Johnson .(Mizuguchi,.3,'4, &T at their request for fear that they vould receive 
additional beatings (R,^ 551).. He at n^ time took up complaints, directly with 
Okazaki because they had no recourse to him, all matters had to'be routed 
through Isobe. Contact officers had been instructed that* all'matters would be 
routed through him (Isobe); and they would not confect Okazaki. He did not" 
report any of the Mizuguchi beatings to Isobe for fear of reprisals; he did 
report beatings .by guards, other than Mizuguchi .to Isobe, Neither he nor Col,. 
Beecher believed'it was.possible for Okazaki not to have known that the senior 
American officer. Col. Beecher, had been called out at roll call formation and 
kicked by Mizuguchi. Col. Englehart after his beating was confined to-'the' 
barracks and latrine for about two months by order of Okazaki (R. 553-554). 

He stated Okazaki did not concern himself with camp administration and appeared 
to give free rein to Mizuguchi, the camp doctor. He did not supervise the^ 
conduct of Mizuguchi in any respect as far as he could see. When Mizuguchi^ was 
officer of the day, he committed various atrocities and yet there was no re¬ 
course from his treatment. Had'Okazaki devoted several,minutes .a day to super¬ 
vise activities at the hospital, he might have saved King's life. It was un¬ 
believable that Okazaki had no knowledge of Mizuguchi's activities. His evasion 
of authority resulted in brutal punishment being administered to PWs; none of 
which was justifiable under the circumstances. The authorities at P0'. T Head¬ 
quarters at Keijo did not supervise Mizuguchi's activities. Noguchi did not 
inspect and ascertain the true conditions at camp. Uchida didinot exercise 
adequate ‘supervision over Mizuguchi. The actions such as Mizuguchi displayed 
went unchecked due primarily to the negligence of Okazaki and others who had 
• control and authority and did not elect to use same - (Ex, 105). , 


Major Cornwall stated Col, Montgomery, contact officer, made a 
complaint to Isobe regarding the beatings of Col. Beecher- and Col. Englehart 
(Mizuguchi, 3, 4) (Ex. 16). 1 _ ... 


- Lt. Col. Kriwanek reported his beating (Okazaki', lp) to Col. 
Montgomery, contact officer, who in turn reported it to Isobe, general affairs 
officer, but to his knowledge, no action was taken (Ex. 49). 
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•Col. EngLehart'stated that after his severe beating (Mizuguchi, 4) 
by way of further punishment, he was confined to his quarters (and the latrine) 
on orders of the camp commandant from 13 May to 4 July 1945 (Ex, 26). 

Lt. Isobe, general affairs officer, stated Major Holohan told 
him he had been beaten by Mizuguchi and he (isobe) had reported the matter to 
Okazaki, The latter assembled all the Japanese officers, NCO's and soldiers 
in camp and gave them instruction regarding the treatment of FW's. It was to 
the effect that they would be treated according to- international law (Ex. 124; 

E. 319). He stated at the time Mizuguchi was coercing Col, Be^eber to sign 
the death certificate of Lt. King (Mizuguchi, 14), Okazaki was in the office 
room, standing next to his (l5.obe<s.) table. Okazaki listened to the excited 
voices. KLtaoka,.the interpreter, was present and told Okazaki the trouble. 
Mizuguchi took the signed certificate to Okazaki; Okazaki knew vhat was going 
on (Ex. 124; R. £34). Okazaki supervised the medical section. All duties in 
connection with*-health and all reports had to gp through Okazaki to the Keijo 
Main Camp (R. 318); he supervised-the health of PW's, F'. r supplies, and F." 
patients. Occasionally he received reports from Mizuguchi. He gave direct 
instructions to Mizuguchi; Mizuguchi and Okazaki conferred from time to time 
about treatment of patients and the result of treatments (R. 324, 325). Okazaki 
gave Mizuguchi a warning in regard to the use of medicines because of the shortage 
in Japan (R. 326). He stated he had forgotten whafc. Okazaki said when he told 
him about the beating of Col. Beecher (Mizuguchi, 3) $R. 319)'. He -thought - , 
0ka4aM knew to a certain extent-if a PW ha.d received punishment, - ss; the duty 
officer submitted a written report-(diary), direct to him.' Asked'if he -knew- . 
whether' any reports contained the "warning" ‘or-puhishmenf_of Col. 'Ehglehart 
and Defer Beecher, he said he did not ‘ desire to 'answer (R» 321). .Certain events- 
were not entcfecl in the diary., submitted to'.01<a^t?ki.Tftr-fbar that inspecting ■ . \ 

ofiicers from Keijo and'’Array HeadquTi'lers might cause tyouble^R, 323). _ Punish-.

Pvt, Bulmer stated Noguchi inspected once a month. Once or twice 
he stopped and spoke to a few PW's. On days he inspected F7's were assured of 
not being treated too badly (R. 136). "ben N 0 guchi came tine camp was cleaned_ - 

up better; food was better and more plentiful (R; 173, 174). Vihen the Inter¬ 
national Red Cross inspected about December 1942, the camp was very piean; 

FV's had flour in their stew with lots of vegetables, something vhich they had 
never had before; they may have had some boiled fish and a little extra rice 
on that day; the cookhouse had a large issue that day and after the inspection 
the stuff was taken back into the compound. It was put out simpl 3 r ior snow- 
purposes. He (Bulmer) was tol'd after he left J.insen that Major Holohan. and 
two others were put in jail for telling Red Cross personnel at a. later inspection 
at Jinsen the' conditions of the camp (R. 136, 137). 

Okazaki stated it was his duty to inquire if Mizuguchi were mis¬ 
treating F'/'s (Ex. 116).

101), 
Pvt, Hayes, Australian PW, stated he was kicked on many occasions and slapped by 
guards. Slapping and kicking of PWis by guards was more or less continuous 
(Ex. 135). 

PW Bulmer, Australian PW, stated he was struck down by Taurus 
- (R. 137). Taurus hit PW Meanwell in the eye, accusing him of playing cards for 
money. (R. 137). Taurus struck PWs on numerous occasions. He hit PWs Rider, 
Fuller, and Taylor (R, 158, 159). PW Ferry came in with the skin ..off his nose’ 
and 3 aid one of-the Korean guards punched him and made his- n,ose bleed (R. 144)» 

He stated he heard that the guard commander walked' intcf the bathroom There thirty 
PWs were bathing, and because .they did not stand at attention, he made, them all 
come out of the bath and smacked each one vdth his open hand (R. 158). Kobayashi 
hit three or four PW's; he hit PW Marshall vdth the open hand three or four times 
(R. 160), Yugawa always hit PWs if their boots were not "dubbined"; He struck 
many PW's, He struck him three times with his fist and hand (R, 160, l6l), 

Yona3 gave P?f Rider a belting beoause he told the f oreman he was ill; Rider told 
him (Bulmer) he had worms. He saw his face scratched under his eye and nose, and 
a slight swelling of the jawbone (R, l6l). Kipper Feet cracked PW's for talking 
to Koreans (R. I 63 ). Egghead beat FWs everyday; he'hi't him.(Bulmer) two punches 
(R. 163 ). Kimura beat FWs for chewing gum (R, I 64 ). 1

Corp. Doyle, Australian TO, stated he was bashed at the carbide 
factory,.because‘he did not call out his TO number loud enough. 'On one occasion 
he was struck by Sgt, Maeda (R. 249). Matteyama, a Korean guard, hit him across 
the face two or three times with closed hand (R, 258); Owen, British TO, stated 
he had been bashed by the guards (R, 259, 260). Taurus smacked one man across 
the face and knocked him down off his feet because he would not look at the 
camera; he struck him viciously eight or nine times with his hands and fists. 


II, Noguchi Case 



He belted a couple of men across the back of the head with the sheath of his 


sword or across the face with his clenched fist or hand'vhenever he was orderly- 
officer. . He struck late comers on parade arid roll call. One night he punched 
one of the men in the stomach (R, 262, 265), He actually saw Taurus bash about 
eight or ten F/J'sj he must have struck at least 10Q men in camp (R. 269 , 270). 
Corp. Litchfield told him one of the guards kicked him in the shine because he 
was slightly deaf and didn't hear an order, A guard, the Kicker, would kick ' 
FA r, s in the shins while searching them (R. 277). See also Exhibits 30 , 32, 83 ,

Capt. Kinloch stated he was the senior*British FW in Konan from 
September 1943 to September 1945. After Fathers* beating (Shito, l) he took 
Fathers to see..Otaki, the camp commandant. The orderly officer listened to his _ 
protests about Shito beating Fathers. After some argument the orderly offioer 
informed him that he would report the matter to Otaki. He was informed Otaki 
would investigate the case. The following day Otaki sent for him and informed 
him that he was prepared to admit the punishment had been excessive and that 
there would be no"repetition of such cases. He.(Kinloch) was -constantly having 
to report Shito for minor acts of cruelty (Ex. 46 )'. Capt. Kinloch 1 s complaint 
to the Japanese concerning-Fathers' beating (Shito, A) was also mSntioned by 
FW Bulmer (R. 150), Corp. Doyle.

ARIIZUMI 


As to Specification 2: Capt, Collins on, a British P’,7, confined in 
Seidaimon Prison from August 1943~to 17 August 1945 (Ex. 14), stated in a report 
that Pigott was arrested 30 July 1943 for alleged circulation of anti-Japanese 
propaganda and taken to Ryusen MP Headquarters, Pigott was put in a cell.and 
questioned by a, sergeant frequently on succeeding days. Third degree methods 
were used to secure a statement ’implicating others in eamp., Fa'ce Slapping, 
blows with -a chair, bamboo pole, wooden sword, kicks and full arm blows to head 
and body occurred at each interview. He was allowed no sleep for two nights. 

The cross-examination by the sergeant was repeated in careful detail by Ariizumi, 
Ariizumi asked Pigott vhich he disliked most, the beatings or lack of sleep. 
During Ariizumi r s questions the guard standing behind Pigott frequently kicked 
him, flicked cigarettes but of his mouth, and once knocked a cup of tea out of 
his hand, pigott was convicted by court-martial and confined'at Seidaimon 
Prison (Ex, 15). Lt, Mullins, a British PW, stated he and Lt, Pigott were both 
confined in the Seidaimon Prison near Keijo from about August 1943 to 17 August 
1945, He stated that Pigott frequently told him while in prison of the severe 
beatings he had received during the initial interrogation before Ariizumi. He 
said he had not been allowed to sleep during that tiAie'and Ariizumi had asked 
him vhich was worse, the beatings or lack of sleep (Ex, 62).

As to all Specifi c ations : Not Guilty. 
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Lt, Isobe, officer in charge of general affairs at Jinsen PW Camp, 
stated Uchida was the Keijo medical officer and the highest ranking medical 
of Korean F tl Camps (R. 358, 359). Uchida was not the senior'medical 
staff officer of the Korean PW Headquarters, Staff officers belonged to' Korean 
Army Headquarters (R, 362) and were members of a large unit; a unit as small as 
the Korean PW Camp did.not have staff officers (R, 36/+). Uchida supervised the 
health of those PW*s only within the Keijo PW Camp. Seidaimon Prison had its 
own doctor, FT Lt, Butler at Seidaimon told,him (Isobe) that Lt, Ariizumi was 
a very fine man (R. 362), Uchida visited Jinsen or tvd.ce a month during 

the three years he (Isobe) was there. At inspections Uchida was accompanied' 
by Noguchi; he inspected health conditions and patients in PW camps (R. 363 ), 
Where Npguchi vi'sited Jinsen and saw that improvements were necessary, he re¬ 
ferred these to Uchida who saw that the improvements were made. At one time 
when there were more beriberi cases at Jinseh than Keijo, Noguchi visited the 
ward and ordered Uchida to have some of them transferred to Keijo (R. 364 ), 

Iwamatsu jCLtaoka stated he was interpreter at Jinsen far about 
one year and nine months. He heard Okazaki address the officers and men of 
the camp, in respect to treatment of PIT’s; he .was especially strict about the 
prohibition of private punishment; he was present^and' heard him instruct his 
subordinates' at every opportunity to withhold'private punishment,. To hia know¬ 
ledge no. PW was ever slapped or beaten in the'presence of Okazaki‘•(R. 368)".-: 

He was at the Konan Camp for about a year _(R»-370)7 Wfiianabe'visited the^camp 
. about three times a week; he (Kitaoka) was always present at- sicjt. call as'inter- 
-pre^gKi and. corpsman (R7‘368, 369). . Capt. Mbiris decided—which FY’s were to .be 
sent»to worker remain, in camp; he did npt'thtek ^lere^were any^instances... where 
Dr.^Watanabe and.Capt^.Morris,disegreed‘ on +n»dic?il-^feaUient bf PW’s. Jbe oacjp 
hospiial vja& at n« time placed .off."limits to Capt .^Morris by*W&tanabe, There 
were aboutf'Shirty P*T'patients each^day from the Konan carbide factory (£, 36.9)v 
•The. factory was supposed.to furnith all mndicine for PW’s,‘but because^of a 
shortage, they were never’ able to procure as much as requested, Watanabe was- 
also doctor ait the Konan factory hospital* The medical orderly reported, seriouS*' 
’ illness to the camp .commandant, vho gave consent to remove the jpatients from 
camp to the Konap Hospital,- Watanabd*ma<ie arrangements f^jr their adMssion 
to the Konan Hospital'; Watanabe never refused a FT admission tq» the Konan *- 
hospital. At no- time were FT 1 s suffering from diarrhea or dysentery refused” 
admission to the camp hospital medical room. Watanabe had no authority to - 
decide whether a PW could be'visited at Konan Hospital. The camp commandant,. 
Capt, Otaki, decided that (R, 370). Sometimes Watanabe and C a pt. Morris over¬ 
ruled each other’s decisions as to whether PW’s were fit to go to work (R. 371).- 
The camp commandant gave the medical orderlies orders in the dispensary at 
camp (R, 372). On one occasion when there were a great many patients, Otaki 
gave orders to send them out on light work (R, 373)* Watanabe gave instructions 
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derails of PW camps, Noguchi Sent representatives to Seidaimon, not because it 
was. >is responsibility, but because it was the ethical and the humane thine to 
do (R, 579), 

,Noboru Shindo testified he was a lieutenant general. Medical 
Section Chief of the Korean Army. Uchida had no duties and responsibility 
in connection with FWs confined at. Seidaimon Prison. P!V patients at Seidaimon 
were examined by the prison doctor. In June 1943 there was an ample supply of 
medicine in the Korean PW Campsj from about the middle of 1944 it became diffi¬ 
cult to obtain medicineSj stocks became scarcej^in 1945 conditions became much 
worse (R« 594). The medical supplies in the Japanese Army were cut down in 
1944, but among the units and forces., the Korean Army had the most radical 
supplies and were able to give out medical supplies until March 1945 (R. 611), 
Uchida had no duties or responsibility over -FWs who were interned in the. Keijo 
Military Hospital for treatment,(R, 59.6), He had no duties or responsibilities 
over PWs at. the Konan of Jinsen Camps unless he was given special orders by 
the.main camp Commandant* He was responsible for medical treatment and super¬ 
vision of the health of FI?>s at the Keijo Main Camp, Uchida went on inspection 
trips to Konan'and Jinsen Camps by order of the main camp'commandant to observe 
general health, food and labor conditions of PWs (ft. 597 , 598), 

,Shigeo Haida stated he was a raediqal captain assignedto the Keijo 
Military Hospital from 1942 to 1945; he was in charge of examination and'treat¬ 
ment of surgical patients. Uchida, had no responsibility for the PIT's while'' 
they were interned, in' the hospital;(Rv 623 ).U-;'.. ' »•'; = J* : y ...

Uchida had no responsibility for-the..Examination and treatment: of FWs con-; 
fined there: hoTreyep if - a particular prisoner' took a tuni for thp worse, thet. 
fact was reported to the military authorities, an&'in that event he thought ' 
Uchida had the responsibility of treatment-(ft. 629, 649). Uchida on one or ’ 
two occasions examined the patients in the ward (R. 630). In comparison with ' 
the .Army or college hospitals, the prison hospital was very poor; the psycholo— 
gical effect upon a. person confined in prison was such as to tend-to lower his 
health (R, 634), Lt« Pigott wa 3 removed from'Seidaimon by military authorities 
when notified by him of'nis condition; he had the first stages of tuberculosis 
and so reported (R, 640, 641),. About four months later he was confined in 
the prison again; he wasn't in perfect health, but his condition was a great 
improvement over his condition when he was removed (R, 642), He had almost, 
completely recovered from the chest affliction (R, 650), Later his condition 
again became serious (R. 642), • , . 

Isamu Goto, an accused, testified he was general affairs officer 
at Keijo Camp, Noguchi inspected Konan about once every month and a half and 
Jinsen about,, twice a month (R. 587). 

Rinsaburo Shito, an accused, testified he hit Fathers (Shito, 1) 
and Fathers .hit him back. He became excited and dragged Fathers to the guard¬ 
house and hit him on both sides of the face approximately ten times (R, 655), 

He stated he was thirty years old; Fathers' about fifty, . He stood on the bed 
about a foot high.at the guardhouse to beat him; two guards grasped Fathers 
and held his hands, -for just a. moment, When Fathers became quiet, they released 
him, .He struck about fbur or five blows while the guards held him, and about 
four or five after the guards released him,. His nose bled from the beating; 
he struck-vdLth the open palm and closed -fists of both hands. Fathers was' 
wearing eye glasses . He did not use a rifle butt or kick him (R. 658-662). 

Capt., Otaki restricted him for one month far beating Fathers (R; 668 ); He * 
stated he knew.nothing about the matters referred to in Shito 2, 4, 5, 7, 8 . 

At Konan he beat four or five PWs (Shito, 6 ); at Keijo he beat about three , 
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or four PW's (Shi to, 9). He did not strike any P'f} with a club. He did not 
force a'PW to-stand at attention in the snow without proper clothes on. 

(R. 656 , 662 - 669 ). . 

Shimada Terada, wife pf the accused Terada, testified she lived 
in a house at the PW camp at Keijtf'from 1942 to 1945. The'incinerator near her 
house was used by two Korean homes, the FW wan. camp office, the NCO mess hall, 
end herself. There were eight people in her mmily. She never ate or kept 
Red Cross packages or food in her house (it."6^0 ), She never saw her husband 
bring Red Cross food supplies into her home. She did see Red Cross food con¬ 
tainers in the incinerator but they^wgre not from her house (R, 683). 

Nobushige Ukai stated.he was interpreter for Ariizumi during the 
Lomasney incident.; he never saw Ariizumi strike Lomasney; he never saw anyone 
in the presence of Ariizumi strike Lomasney; he'acted as interpreter during 
the entire questioning of Lomasney (R, 685-686). Ariizumi conducted the first 
examination of 1 Lomasney about February 1943 at the judge advocate section of ,. 
the Korean Army Main Headquarters. (R. 690). He was present one time after 
Lomasney had been tried by courts-martial when Ariizumi interviewed him in 
the prison in Lomasney's cell and at military headquarters at Ryusan. He did 
not know whether there were any other interviews between Ariizumi and Lomasney 
at military headquarters after the courts-martial. Military headquarters at 
Ryusan was about five minutes by auto from the Keijo FW Camp (R. 692).. He did 
not know whether any other -interpreter was' used during the. investigation o'f 
Lomasney (R. 693). v-'-. - ' 

• . Takemata Kiyoshi stated he was assigned to the-Ryusan-Kempei Tai 

from«4-939 to March 1945 (R* 6250* Ltr. Pigott. was confined in'the Kempei Tai™*. 
Compound for *three or four days. Re co nine ted -4ih g*"iny&e t i g at i on- of Pigott'* ‘ 

was not there. 1 - The*investigation fct&k about fiPteer^hours. N£T thifd'*.^ 
degreefmet^dd 'wer? used (R. ^625, ,£26)’. He did not>-strike or beat Lt» Pigott 
at any time during the^ investigation, nor-^did anyone else (jt, 627). ^ * 

Capt. William L. tong; M.C., U. S; Army: stated he was stationed' 

^t 155th Station Hospital r *APO 5C)3, Yokohama (R. 695). He expressed his opinion'^ 
in answer, to various-hypothetical que^ions. Concerning Lt. King-(Mi*uguchi, 1) 
ha stated if plasma had been administered 1 ,'-he did not think It-, would have, Served 
or prolonged hitf- life'. Plasma would.have treated the result* malnutrition,. * 
rather than the cause, amoebiasis and avitaminosis; absence of vitamins in the 
diet, Plasma would have had very little effect whether given or not. It would 
have been improper treatment to refuse amoebicides. It would not have been 
proper treatment to order him to work'or to punch him in the belly (R. 702, 710). 
Concerning Capt. Brundrett (Mizuguchi, 2); he stated he would need amoebicides; • 
he would need a nourishing diet with meat, milk in it, and large doses of vita¬ 
mins, particularly the B group. Proper treatment for dysentery could not have 
been rendered without amoebicides. Plasma, alone copld not have been considered 
a cure, Brundrett was certainly a hospital case. There whs some food value in 
plasma; some small benefit might have accrued from its use. It was proper treat¬ 
ment to withdraw the fluids causing respiratory embarrassment (R, 702, 708). 
Concerning Lt. Pigott (Uchida, 11), he stated it would be improper not to re¬ 
commend further hospitalization and treatment at the time Pigott was transferred 
to Seidaimon (R. 707). He stated he was reasonably certain that Pigott's tuber¬ 
culosis began in 1944 when he developed pleurisy, A very sound clinical diag¬ 
nosis of tuberculosis of the plasma could' have been made in December 1944, £nd 
on such a'clinicsl diagnosis he (witness) has hospitalized patients for nine 

months (R. 713). 



Objection to Omnibus Specifications 


The defense made a motion to strike the omnibus specifications 
against the accused (R, 7). The motion was denied, but the Commission directed 
the prosecution to serve upon'the defense bills of particulars pertaining to 
the omnibus specifications (R. 3). The Commission'then modified the order and 
directed the prosecution to serve upon the defense, in lieu of the bills of 
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particulars, schedules showing the paragraph and page of the affidavits that 
pertained to the omnibus specifications (R. 13). This order of the Commission 
furnished the accused substantially the same information that would be contained 
in bills of particulars. The motion to strike the omnibus specifications was 
properly denied. 


• The defense made a motion for a severance. Argument, not recorded, 
was made by opposing counsel (R. 7). Later in the record the defense stated 
the reason for requesting the'severance was that the defenses of the accused, 
were mutually antagonistic (R. 591). The motion was denied by the Commission 
(R, 7). Granting, or denying a severance is a matter within the sound discretion 
of the Commission. There does not appear to have been any abuse of its dis¬ 
cretion on the part of the Commission, Here the Commission felt that the in¬ 
terests of each of the accused could be properly safeguarded, and a fair and 
impartial trial•assured all, without a severance. Individual counsel were 
provided for the accused in addition to'advisory counsel'(R, 3). The rights of 
the accused were not prejudiced-by denying the severance.

During the course* of the trial three of * the original five ■members' ..,1. 
of the Commission were replaced By hew members, and one of the replacements ^ . 

was replaced by'a hew member.'in accorfence with orders of the Convening Authority 
(Ear. 2, SO 146,-R. 19.6; Par. 42, SO 149/»R. 198; Par. 1, SO 160,. R. 266Par, 

24, SO 163 , R. 315; all Headquarters Eighth Army)., The defense made a motion* . 

for a mistrial oh the grounds that only two of the* original members of the Com¬ 
mission remained in the case. It contended that the rights of the accused had 
been jeopardized; that the changing of the Commissioners beyond the minimum num¬ 
ber of three precluded a fair trial for any of the accused, since the new members 
had not heard the witnesses brought before the Commission, and not having been 
abls to observe their conduct, nor having been able to question the witnesses 
s making testimony before the Commission, they wohld not be able to render a find¬ 
ing of fact on these proceedings and on such evidence as was presently before 
the Commission (R. 314). The Commission denied the motion (R.'3i5). Under the 
provisions of paragraph 3&, SCAP letter, dated 5 December 1945, "Regulations 
Governing the Trial of Accused ’Var Criminals", the Convening Authority may fill 
ve.cancies among the members occurring after the trial has begun/ The Convening 
Authority acted under this provision. The requiremaits of SCAP rules that the 
substance of all proceedings had and evidence taken in the case shall be made 
known to the members before the trial proceeded was complied with (R. 233, 268, 

317). Although the defense counsel stated it'did not desire to challenge any of 
the newly appointed members for cause (R. 196, 198, 266, 315), the reasons pro¬ 
pounded in his motion for a mistrial indicate clearly that it was his contention 
that the substantial rights of the accused had been prejudiced by the appoint¬ 
ment of the new members. One of the grounds for challenge for cause enumerated 
in the Manual for Courts-Martial reads: 


"... that not having been present as a member when 
testimony on the merits was heard . . . his /the 
challenged member/'sitting as a menber will involve 
an appreciable risk of injury to the substantial 
rights of the accused, which risk will not be avoided 
by reading the record" (Par. 58e MCM 1928). 
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Although war crimes trials are not conducted under the rules of 
courts-martial,-this ground for challenge is not peculiar to military practice, 
but is common to both civil and military courts. Although the defense could have 
asserted a. challenge against each of the new members on this ground, it elected 
instead to make the motion for a mistrial baaed on the same ground. The Commis¬ 
sion acting in its discretion' could have properly denied the challenges had they 
been made, and properly denied the motion for the mistrial, feeling satisfied 
that the rights of the accused would not be injured because the new members had. 
not heard.or seen the witnesses who had already testified. 

The five members of the Commission who voted on the - findings, and 
sentences were: lit. Col, Place, Majors Lawler, Dixon, Beardsley, and Ringwalt, 
The first two were present during the entire proceedings, A careful examination 
of the oral testimony not heard by the last three (newly) appointed members, 
discloses that even without that testimony, there is sufficient other evidence 
to establish the guilt of the accused of all specifications of which they were" 
found guilty as recommended for approval herein (par, 5), Such being the case, 
the substantial rights of the accused were not injured by the denial of the 
motion for a mistrial. -

1, By Check Sheet dated 8 August 1947, you request the 
opinion of this office as follows: 



" 1 . In numerous atrocity cases that will be tried 
before Eighth Army Tribunals, it will be possible to 
hold common trial- of several, perpetrators, thus saving ' 
much time and expense. However, in most of these cases, 
it will be necessary to use written statements end con¬ 
fessions which contained inculpatory matter ‘against other accused 

"2.. ‘It has been the opinion of this Section that 
confessions by one accused containing inculpatory 
matter against other accused is admissible and com¬ 
petent evidence against the latter. Some of the law 
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members of the Commission have been ruling that a 
confession is admissible only against the confessor 
and any matter inculpating other accused will be 
disregarded. If that is to be the rule, it will be 
necessary for this Section to try many accused 
individually in order to prevent serious miscarriage - 
of justice* 

"3. Request a tentative ruling concerning this 
matter," 

2. It is the opinion of this office that the confessions 
described above are admissible in evidence against accused other 
than the- one making the statement. The trials in these cases are 
controlled by the letter, dated' 5 December 1945 > of the Supreme 
Commander■for the Allied'Rowers, "Regulations Governing the Trials 
of Accused War Criminals." : While these regulations' modify.the 
technical common-law'rules applied in American courts, they are 
fundamentally sound.

The prosecution contended that, based on this opinion, a confession or admission 
by one accused at. a common trial is admissible as to all parties-. The defense 
contended that the opinion of Colonel Shaw was contrary to law, and stated it 
was improper 4 to offer it in ppen court. The Commission received the opinion 
of Colonel Shaw for its Consideration (R, 555-556). At the .request.of the . 
defense, the document was officially made part of the Record (R*. 560). The 
prosecution then made a motion for a reversal, of-the ruling and requested that 
Exhibits 112 to 122 be admitted in evidence as to all the accused, and not 
merely as to the accused making the statement’ (R. 572). The Commission denied 
the motion and reaffirmed its ruling (R. 572), 



One of tire accused, Goto, elected to take the stand and testified 
.(R. 581-590).. The Commission ruled that evidence with respect to one accus ed 
on the stand would not be considered as against another accused '(R. 587-589"). 

The prosecution insisted that in view of Colonel Shaw's, opinion, the testimony 
of one accused on the witness stan^ may be admitted as against the other accused. 
The Commission reaffirmed its ruling that where'an accused in a common trial 
takes the stand as a witness in his'own defense, the evi dence as to the o ther 
a ccused will be disregarded (R, 665, 666). After a second accused, Shito, , 
had testified (R. 564-570), the Commission adjourned, and on reconvening, the 
President announced that the Commission had further considered the opinion 
of the Judge Advocate. Mid withdrew its previous ruling as to admissibility ' 
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The defense thereupon made a motion for'a mistrial on the ground 
that the introduction'of the opinion of Colonel Shaw, a reviewing authority and 
legal adviser to General MacArthur, influenced the Commission in a reversal of 
its ruling, and surrendered the individual judgment of the members of the Com¬ 
mission for the expressed opinion of the reviewing'authority in violation of 
the oath taken by them. It stated the reversed ruling permitting one accused 
to testify against a co-accused precluded the latter, accused the right of cross- 
examination as the defense counsel coqld-not cross-examine one of the accused' 
it was defending. It thereby deprived the accused of a fair trial as provided 
under SCAP rules (R. 675, 719). The defense cited some cases of the Board of 
Review of Judge Advocate General Wherein it was held_that extraneous influence 
had fatally affected the trial, and an opinion of the Attorney General inhere 
it was held improper for a trial judge advocate to seek an advance opinion of 

- the Secretary of War on the admissibility of testimony in a contemplated trial 
unless the question proposed had occurred in the administrative course of 
business in the War Department (R. 675-679)* However, none of the citations

Under the original ruling by the law member, the accused may have 
been afforded certain protection, but it was a protection to which they had 
no light under the law,' Statements and confessions cf the accused are admiss¬ 
ible under paragraph 5d, letter .dated 5 December 1945, SCAP, ''Regulations Govern¬ 
ing the Trials of Accused war Criminals," To insist that these may be admitted 
only as against the accused making them would be reading sanething into the law 
which was not contained therein. Exhibits 112 to 122 are admissible as against 
all of the accused mentioned therein. The accused, devoid of any right to 
have the statements considered only as against the person making them, could 
not be prejudiced in a right which they did not have. Removing frcm them a 
protection to which they had no right, as was done in the subsequent ruling of 
the law member, did not prejudice any rights of the accused'. The Board of / 
Review, Office of the Judge Advocate, GHQ, Far East Command, in its opinion, 
dated 28 November 1947, in United States vs, Nakamura et al (MCO 27 GHQ, FEC, 

8 December 1947), a case tried in Manila before a Military Commission appointed 
by SCAP held:

The Staff' Judge Advocate, Colonel Shaw, although not specifically approving 
the above opinion, impliedly did so by not taking exception thereto. 

Although the opinion of Colonel Shaw applies specifically to 
extrajudicial confessions and statements of the accused, there appeal's to be 
no sound reason why it should not be applied to the testimony of the accused 
on the stand also. The reasons for. the rule concerning the former apply^ 1 equal¬ 
ly to'the latter. Although there is no specific provision contained in SCAP 
rules,-which provides that testimony of one accused may be admitted against the 
others, by inference that is the intention of the rules. The accused at a 
common trial is not entitled to any greater protection thAn if he were tried 
separately. If eaGh of the accused were tried separately, the prosecution could 
call any of thfe. accused to testify against the accused on trial, and their test¬ 
imony would be admissible. M accused at a-common trial therefore may not ob¬ 
ject to a.co-accused testif 3 r ing against him, if the co-accused elects to take 
the stand. Provision for the admission of such testimony is contained in 
par. 3a, "Rules of Procedure and Outline of Procedure'for Trial of Accused War 
CriminalsHeadcuarters Eighth'Arny/^5-February 1946,'which states that if an 
accused elects to take the stand., the cross-examination is nowise .to be limited 
to matters brought out on direct examination,.'

The objection-made by the defense that the accused is precluded 
of the right of cross-examination as tbe defense could not cross-examine one 
of.its own accused is mthout merit, Eac!? "accused is represented^by individual 
counsel (R. 3) wfro may cross-examine any accused ha is not defending. Such' " 
cross-examination need not be conducted by the advi*sory counsel. 

The ruling of the Commission that extrajudicial confessions- and 
statements and the oral testimony of one accused may be used against' another 
accused in a common trial (R, 671) and the denial of the defense motion-for a 
mistrial because of the introduction of the opinion of Colonel Shaw (R. 680) 
were proper. 


After the prosecution had twice'rested its case (R. 438^ 453),. it 
requested permission to amend Specifications; Watanabe 1‘, 2, 3; Ochida, 7;' 
Noguchi, 8a.- The president of the Commission stated that under SCAP rules, he 
thought the prosecution was entitled to amend the specifications at apy time 
during the progress of'the trial. The Commission accepted, the amendments as 
to Watanabe and Uchida, and permitted the prosecution to delete Specification 8a 
against Noguchi and substitute a new Specification 9 in its place (R. 558,'559). 
The defense thereupon.made a motion for a mistrial as to the three accused, 
stating they had been deprived of their rights under paragraph 5(b) (1), SCAP 
rules, dated 5 December 1945, which provides that each accused shall have in 
advance of trial a copy of the charges and specifications clearly v:orded, so 
as to apprise the accused, of each offense charged (R, 559). The amendments do 
not pertain to matters of form, but to matters of substance which materially 
magnify the 'charges or change the nature of the offenses charged. Granting the 
accused additional time to prepare for the amended specifications could not 
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restore to them the rights they are guaranteed under paragraph 5(b) (l), SCAP 
rules, and of which they had been deprived. The prosecution had in its posses¬ 
sion prior to trial the-evidence upon which it intended to rely. There appears 
to be no reason why it could not have had the charges amended prior to trial. / 

Had the charges been amended prior to trial md'the accused been given reason¬ 
able time to prepare their defense against them, the rights of the accused would 
not have been prejudiced thereby. But to wait until after all the evidence' had 
been received by the Commission, and then to substantially amend the charges to 
conform to the evidence, is clearly not in accord with the standard of justice 
which we hope to instill in a. conquered people, 

' After the amendments and substitution were accepted by the Com¬ 
mission, the prosecution stated that.the three accusod should plead to the 
amended specifications (R, 562 )., The Commission granted the defense opportunity 
to challenge (R, 563), The defense challenged each member of the Commission for 
cause on the ground that having heard tho evidence on the original specifications 
and having voted upon the findings in a. motion for a finding of not guilty, each' 
member had formed an opinion as to the guilt'of the accused of the amended spec¬ 
ifications, . None of the challenges were sustained (R. 564, 567, 568, 570), The 
Commission was not resworn to try the amended specifications. The accused plead- 
\ ed not guilty to.the amended specifications (R. 570, 571). No new evidence was 
offered by the prosecution in support of the amended specifications, the prosec¬ 
ution stating that it was relying on the evidence already in' the record (R» .571)•

The 
amendments and substitutions, except insofar as they pertain to matters of form 
are illegal and without effect, Only so much of the findings of guilty of the 
amended specifications and the Instituted specification, as is • contained in 
original specifications, is valid. Such a. holding restores to the. accused-the 
rights to.which they are entitled under SCAP rules and cures,the prejudicial 
errors committed by the Commission in accepting the illegal amendments a.nd 
substitution-. The rights of the accused are-not pre judiced by this holding. 

8* Improper N olle Prosequi . 

In the announcement of its ruling on the defense motion for a 
finding of not guilty, the Commission suggested to tho prosecution that it 
enter a nolle prosequi as to Specifications, Noguchi 8 e and Shito 3, on the 
ground that no evidence hod been introduced to support these specifications. 

The prosecution thereupon withdrew these specifications (R, 534), The defense., 
later requested the Commission to make positive findings with respect to these 
two specifications on the ground, that the accused had been arraigned thereon, 
had stood trial, and after the prosecution had rested, the prosecution had. , 
withdrawn, or nol prossed said specifications without evidencing any authority 
for so doing (R. 720), After considerable argument the nrosecution withdraw 
its nolle proaequi as to these specifications, and the defense made a motion 
for a finding of not guilty as to them. The Commission sustained tho motion 
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(R« 723)• Neither the prosecutor nor the Commission on their own motion without 
authority of the Convening Authority may nol pros a charge or specification,' 
and where the accused has been arraigned upon and has pleaded to the charges, 
in the absence of a legal withdrawal, he is entitled to a verdict, and the 
proper course of the Commission is to acquit upon the charge or specification 
in question. This procedure*has been firmly established (Winthrop, p. 192, 193; 
16 CJ 434)• The prosecution insisted that under the procedure presently follow¬ 
ed in trials before Eighth Army Commissions under SCAP rules, the prosecution 


had authority to withdraw specifications from the Commission at any time before 
findings are made on the specifications. It stated that this had been done 
many times in the past (R, 720). Wien challenged by the defense as to its 
authority to nol pros, the prosecution was unwilling to state for the record 
it had such authority. (R. 721)., Had the prosecution had such authority, either 
verbal or written from the Convening Authority or SCAP, it should have made an 
affirmative statement to that effect for the record, . In the absence of an 
affirmative showing of such authority, the entering of the nolle prosequi 
amounted to a'nullity. The action of the Commission in sustaining the defense 
motion for a.finding of not guilty as to these specifications wap proper,

Specifications 1. U, 5. 6 : The evidence is legally sufficient to 
support the findings. 
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Specifications .2, 3: The only eviderc e to support the findLngs 
as to these specifications appears in two sentences contained in a report of 
Lt. Col. ELririgton (Ex. 23). They are hearsay and there is no indication to 
show the source of the hearsay, or how many times' removed it may have been. 

The "attached papers" containing the evidence given at first hand referred to 
by Col. ELrington in his report were not introduced in evidence. The evidence 
offered is not legally sufficient to establish'the guilt of the accused as to 
these specifications beyond a reasonable doubt. 


Specifications 1 and 2 ; The evidence does not fix the exact date 
of Lt. King's death. It was sometime in May or June 1945 (Ex. 1, 74, 91). 

Capt. Brundrett's death occurred on 4 July 1945 (Ex. 74)• The exact date of 
the deaths are immaterial. It has been definitely established that the mis¬ 
treatment and abuse which are alleged to have contributed to or accelerated 
the deaths occurred during the periods alleged in the specifications. There 
is ample evidence to show that the accused willfully withheld medicines from 
King and Brundrett.

• Specificati o n 1 (as.amended): The Commission-found "That between ' 

1 Augdst .1944 and-18 May 1945, at Or near the Konan Prisoner of War Camp , Konan, 
Korea, the accused, Tokio Watanabe, then physician of said cgunp did willfully 
and unlawfully mistreat and abuse Frank Knowles, a British prisoner of war, by 
withholding from and denying to him adequate and available medicines and medical 
treatment facilities and supplies furnished him. 11 The underscored words appear¬ 
ed in the amended specification but do not appear in the original specification. 

The accused was originally charged with committing certain offenses at or near 
the Civil Hospital as physician in charge of s aid hospital only.

Specificatio n 1: Under the doctrine of command responsibility, 
the Commission held Okazaki criminally liable for the unlawful acts of his 
subordinates. Article 1, Anne^q, to the Fourth Hague Convention lays down the 
condition which an armed force must .fulfill in order to. be accorded the rights 
of lawful belligerents, that it must be ; "commanded by a person responsible for 
his subordinates" (Sec. 15, Application Yamashita, 66 Si Ct. 340). This imposes 
on the commander an affirmative duty to take such measures as are -within his 
'power to protect the prisoners of war entrusted to his .care from violations 
of the law of war. This duty is a legal one and an omission to perform it 
without legal excuse,'resulting'in injury, renders him penally liable (S e c, 16, 

( Application Yamashita,- 66 S. Ct, 340). This duty requires him to control and 
restrain, member $ of his Command from committing such atrocities as inflicting 
corporal'punishment upon, mistreating, and otherwise abusing the prisoners.of 
war (Sec, 17, 18, Application Yamashita, 66 S, Ct. 340). 
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The evidence indicates that when Okazaki assumed oommand of the 
Jinsen Camp in 1942, he knew that PW's had previously been mistreated, At that 
time he gave Major Holohan, the senior British FW, an assurance that officers 
at least would not be hit. Later when he was brutally beaten by Mizuguchi, 
Okazaki sent him an apology and assured him such incidents would not happen 
again. However mistreatment of PW's continued diring the entire time he was 
in command. Some violations were committed in his presence. He witnessed the 
beating of a FW by Lt. Torisu and Mizuguchi's intimidation of Col, Beecher to 
sign a false death certificate in the case of Lt, King, Numerous reports and 
complaints were made to him or his staff,; Often PW's dared not report their 
mistreatment for fear of reprisals, • The camp was not large and Okazaki could 
easily supervise it. By his own statement he admitted he had a duty to inquire 
if PW's were being mistreated." If by design, or through negligence, he abstained 
from making inquiry, he is nevertheless charged with knowledge of the violations. 
The atrocities were not sporadic in nature, but were almost daily occurrences. 
Exercise of due^diligence would unmistakably have led to knowledge of the true 
conditions in the camp. He had actual or constructive knowledge of the wide¬ 
spread mistreatment of PW'.s yet failed to take adequate preventive measures. 

His failure to do so was either, willful or due to gross negligence. "The 
probable and foreseeable consequences“of his failure to adopt adequate and 
preventive measures was the continued occurrence of such mistreatment and under 
the law such failure to act was a proximate Cause of each act of unlawful mis¬ 
treatment thereafter occurring, far which the commander voulcL'be criminally 
liable (45 CJ 911, 1913, 68 AIK’1013; Dunn, Projection of. Nationals'-546; cited 
in U. S, vs, Oota et 6, Case No. 129). The. evidence' is legally sufficient to 
support the findings as to.the specification and subspecifications.except as -

(l) inspect, (2) supervise, (3) advise and report to his commander the unlawful 
mistreatment of numerous PW's by denying them adequate and available medicines, 
and medical treatment and forcing sick FI's to work. Assuming that the duties" 
of a staff officer in the Japanese Army are similar to those in the U. S. Army, 
Noguchi, as commander of all Korean'HI Camps, was responsible for the health of 
Ftf's entrusted to his care. Uchida, as a staff officer, was adviser to Noguchi 
on all matters pertaining to health and sanitation of the PW camps. Within the 
limits and in the manner prescribed by Noguchi he was required to.make medical 
inspections and to supervise tlie operation of elements of the medical service 
at the Jinsen and Konan Camps,. It was his duty to bring to Noguchi's attention 
matters which required his action or about which he. should'be iqformpd. . Within 
the scope.of- his authority it was his duty to supervise the execution of 
Noguchi's orders and to take such other action'as'was necessary to carry out: 
Noguchi's intentions (Staff Officers, PM 101-5, U. S. Army). The prosecution 
has the burden of establishing beyond a reasonable doubt all the elements of 
the offenses charged. It introduced no evidence to show that Uchida neglected 
to inspect the camp hospitals, medical facilities and supplies and neglected 
to supervise the duties and conduct'of Japanese radical personnel at these camps 
within the'limits and in'the manner p rescribed by Noguchi . Article 15, Geneva 
Convention, 27 July 19*29", requires a medical inspection of PW's shall be made 
at least once a month. Subject to the limitations of this Article and orders - 
he may have received fcom. higher headquarters, matters pertaining to how often 
Uchida should make his. inspections, the scope of these inspections, and the 
nature and amount of supervision Uchida was to exercise, were all decisions 
for Noguchi, not Uchida. It must be remembered that Uchida was not a "free 
lance". As medical officer of the Keijo Camp, he had a direct responsible i -y 
for the health of personnel of that camp; he could not shift that responslbiliy 
and of his own accord go out and inspect and supervise other camps at will wnile 
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neglecting his own. Noguchi knew there were doctors on duty at the other camps. 
If he chose to rely on the medical officer and commanding officers at these 
camps for the medical service there and directed that only limited or super¬ 
ficial inspections be made by Uchida, he, alone, should be held responsible for 
that decision end the consequences thereof. The prosecution must show that 
Uchida neglected to carry out Noguchi*s orders or abused the discretion granted 
him by Noguchi. There is considerable evidence to show that Uchida did make 
inspections, supervised and made reports as directed by Nogichi (2x. 112; R. 363 , 
576, 597, 598). This is probably the reason the Commission xound Uchida not 
guilty of Specifications 1 and 2 but found Noguchi guilty of Specification 7a 
and 7b (Noguchi), their counterparts. For this reason Uchida should also be 
found not guilty of Specifications 3 and 9. An allegation of failing to report 
to Noguchi the mistreatment of abuse of numerous Allied P.Vs by members of the 
medical staffs a.t Jinsen and Kpnan cannot be sustained in the absence of proof 
that Uchida had actual knowledge thereof. The prosecution has not shown that 
Uchida did not report any mistreatment of P,7>s by medical, personnel of which 
he had actual "knowledge. The^ evidence is legally insufficient to support the

One cannot be found guilty of refusing /neglecting or failing to.continue a. 
duty which han been terminated. Uchida may have been guilty of willfully and 
unlawfully making a false diagnosis of Pigott's condition thereby causing his 
transfer to prison, but that is an entirely different offense not included in 
the offense of which he was found guilty. That act does not constitute a. re¬ 
fusal /Neglect or failure/ to continue medical treatment. The findings recite 
non-feasance; the evidence indicates malfeasance on the part of .Uchida. The

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1. The advisory'counsel zealously defended the rights of the accused, 
even to the point of impliedly being censured by the President of the Commission 
"for taking liberties bordering upon the ridiculous and in turn verging on 
contumacy" (R» 572). Counsel's efforts in'behalf of the accused showed marked 
professional ability and a high sense of appreciation of his duty to the accused. 
These remarks of censure by the President, if intended to apply to advisory 
counsel, were unwarranted in this instance and are not in accord with the ex¬ 
pressed policy of the Convening Authority to assure to every accused a fair and 
impartial trial. However.the remarks appeared in no way to discourage counsel 
in the performance of his assigned mission as he continued throughout the trial 
to vigorously safeguard the interests of the accused. Their rights were not 
prejudiced by the remarks. The accused were also represented by individual 
Japanese counsel. The'accused were familiar with their rights; They cooperated 
fully in their defense. Two of the accused elected to testify, the others to 
remain'silent, All were given opportunity to present witnesses in their own 
behalf. There is no evidence thnt any of the accused were insane or otherwise 
incompetent at' the time of trial or at the time of the commission of the alleged 
offenses. Insanity was not ah issue. .
